A Comparative Sketch of the Birds of Great Britain and 
India. 

Altboufch we know »o little ebout tbe migration of birds, and 
tbe Winter quarters of lodlvlduals among our Summer migrants, 
our knowledge of tbe geographical distribution of species has 
gre tly Increased during tbe past few years, and to those unac¬ 
quainted with tbe sublect,a sketch of tbe avl fauna of tbe British 
Isles compared with that of lodia, may be Interesting. 

In India there la no game preserving, and birds of prey abound. 
Vultures are seen In every village feeding on the dead bodies of 
meu and bea.«ts. Their neats, huge plies of sticks, often appear 
on the summit of lofty trees around the peasants' houses; but, 
comlderlng the food they eat, they are looked upon with loath¬ 
ing; and superstitious men will not hesitate to desert their 
dwellings If one of these foul birds alights upon the roof. Then 
on the river banks huge eagles scream and hunt for Bsh, turtles, 
snakes, and lizards, and In their turn occasionally have to defend 
tbelr nests from the attacks of tbe huge soake-llzird or “ gho- 
samp," which, as I have seen, climbs to tbe summit of tbe loftiest 
trees, and. In spite of the strong talons of tbe parents, eats their 
young. One-half of the birds of prey figured by Yarrell have 
been observed In India, and tbe Egyptian vulture, which occa¬ 
sionally has straggled to these shores, appears In every village to 
the north, acting the part of scavenger, lazily bopping to one 
side to make way for any passer-by. The spotted eagle, which 
has been killed In Ireland, builds Its nest with little fear of mo¬ 
lestation, along tbe banks of the Ganges, and ospreys may be 
seen plunging for tbelr prey In every sheet of water which will 
hold a good-sized fish. Nor are the noble birds of prey unrepre¬ 
sented; and when tbe sportsman goes abroad a peregrine falcon 
or harrier will often bang upon bis rear, pouncing down upon any 
wounded bird whose headlong flight Is slackened by the shot. 
Tbe sparrow hawk and kestrel are also abundant during the cold 
season In tbo plains, a f«w breeding In the Indian mountains, the 
greater number going northward to those countries whose climate 
Is similar to ours during the Summer. Then, when night suc¬ 
ceeds the day, burned owls—hobgoblln-llke—creep out fr(^ their 
fastnesses among the rocks, calling to each other with voices 
deep and loud; whilst that citizen of the world—tbe short-eared 
owl—Is booting from the withered branch of some forest tree to 
his mate sitting on her eggs In the grass below. But In England 
we rarely see any birds of prey, except a stray kestrel or sparrow 
hawk, and In the village here the schoolboy even pauses for ex¬ 
planation when be reads— 

Save from yonder Ivy-mantled tower. 

The moping owl doth to tbe mouu complain. 

For tbe keepers have long since “disturbed her ancient solitary 
•reign," and claimed her for their own. The last of the race In 
these parte was seen banging head downward from the pole, her 
broken legs securely held In an Iron trap, waiting until some one 
should come and put an end at once to her misery and her life. 

What la tbe mysterious law which keeps the numbers of our 
swifts and swallows within bounds? The oldest Inhabitant of our 
village here,wboae memory appearsgre> nest when speaking about 
I be century In Its teens, bas never known these birds scarcer nor 
more plentiful than they are to-day. Had they increased during 
tbe past seventy years, as apparently they should. In geometrical 
ratio, the forty miles of atmosphere with which It Is said a e are 
surrounded, could not contain them. A pair of swifts come to 
us every year In May, whether from Asia or Africa we cannot 
tell, for this species has b.-en observed In both continents during 
the Winter months. Perhaps they have hawked for flics over 
the Victoria and Albert Nlaozss, or witnessed our operations In 
Cabal; but ou arrival here they fly at once to a palatial hole In a 
barn close by, and to-day I see the family bae Increased to five. 
Strong, healthy birds they seem, without an enemy In the world, 
but next year two only will return. What will become of the 
other three? Their flight appears so rapid and spirlt-llke that we 
can almoet Imagine the missing birds have winged tbelr way to 
the muon, or some distant planet, where birds are wanted 
It Is the same with our swallows. About twenty pairs, accord¬ 
ing to our ancient sage, reared their young In safety here eighty 
years ago, and we have an equal number now. If the supply of i 
Insects in the air limits the increase of these birds,it Is difficult to i 
understaod why the swl/te cao never make bead against the I 
swallows, or tbe swallows starve out the swifts. It may be that i 
I show great Ignorance In not knowiog that these birds prey ou 
different Insects. I certainly have never dissected either, but, so ( 
far as I can judge, both species feed alike. Many of the swal- I 
lows which are born among our rafters In England probably visit 1 
India daring the cold weather; but tbe greater portion of the I 
myriads seen In Bengal are probably born In the countries of I 
Northwestern Asia, which at present are IllUe known to Englleb- 
men. Of tbe seven members of the swallow family which ttgure i 
^fbrks on British blrds,all, with tbe exception of the Amerlcao i 
martto, hjve been noticed In India; but of these the spIne-talled j 
swift, by far the fastest traveler In tbe world, and which can i

Of the remainder of climbing birds, about thirty-four species 
of woodpeckers are foudd In India, and although all our English 
kinds have near allies there, none are quite the same. Then 
there are the barbets, which herald the hot season by sitting on 
the eummlt of every tree, calling to each other In notes which re¬ 
semble the metallic ring of a mason chipping a block of stone. 
Many an Irritable official hates these birds, and one of my as 
slstante expressed a wish that they bad only one bead between 
them, and that he could chop It off. 

Of the three members of the tribe Tennlrostres figured as

Fine species of tree creeper, including the red-wloged wall 
creeper, so often noticed In the Riviera, and six species of nut¬ 
hatch, have been described as Indian; but, although none of 
them are exactly Jlke our familiar English birds, their nldtflca- 
.tlon Is similar, and also their habit of hunting up and down the 
trunks of trees for food. 

There Is no country In the world so rich In song birds, most of

never saw It wild myself. The skylark of India, which differs 
only in size from our Eogllsb bird, is abundant in most parts of 
India, and In a part of Behar, where wild roses abound. I have 
counted a dozen skylarks at one time singing in the air, quite re¬ 
calling tbe surroundings of an English Bummer s day. 

There are few birds more associated In our mluds with power 
of flight and endurance than the pigeons, and yet we liud no 
species common to Great Britain and India. It may be that the 
tendency to vary observable In domestic pigeons has acted more 
effectually ou the gemitorea than on any o her tribe of Indian 
birds; or it may be that tbe sterile regions which Intervene be¬ 
tween us and India form an effectual bsVrlcr to birds which feed 
exclusively on fruits and grains. Of the twenty-five species of 
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HilUttlayas, but tbe Indian ringdove Is found in every grove 
throughout Bengal, and its coo is one of the most familiar sounds 
heard by Europeans whilst ou the official tour in camp during 
the cold season. Various species of greeu pigeons are also com¬ 
mon, associating in considerable nocks, when the banyan figs are 
ripe; and tbe solitary bronze-winged dove, one of the most lovely 
birds lo tbe world, le not unfrequent In well-wooded villages 
and gardens. 

India and the adjacent countries to the esst msy be called the 
headquarters of the moat conspicuous game birds. The Hima¬ 
layas have many species of pheasants. Both bills and plains 
have peacocks, jungle fowls, partridges and quails, whilst sand 
grouse abound In suitable places In the level country. The com¬ 
mon quail is the only game bird found alike In England and 
India.

On Board the Fish Hawk. 

Nbwpobt, R. I., Sept. 0, 1880. 

Editor Cbicaoo Field: —Ooe hundred aud twenty new 
apeclee of marine rertebratea and Invertebratea waa the extraor¬ 
dinary haul of tbe United States Flab Commlaalun day before 
yeaterday. 

The Flab Hawk waa ordered op to the wharf of the Kovernment 
building, for an early etart down the bay. A long, black, well- 
built steamer, ao light that she stood away out of the water with 
but aeven feet bid i eneutb tbe surface, cousequently lay at tbe 
dock for us as we came down. 

Let me Introduce you to tbe party. There was 
Spbnosr F. Baird, 

well along In years, but “ the noblest Roman of them all.” It Is 
safe to aay that one of tbe bueleat beads In this country rests on 
bla broad ahouldera. The chief of the Flab Commission, the sec¬ 
retary of the Smithsonian Institution, tbe head of tbe National 
Museum, be stands out coosplcuoualy as the one who has given 
the most gigantic Impulse to scleotibc research In the United 
States, with the well-known exception of Dr. F. V. Hayden. 
Prof. Baird la more properlv Dr. Baird, having received the de¬ 
gree of LL.D. from the Northwestern Uolveralty many years 
since. His hand baa doubtless penned its last work, but bis vlg- 
orous brain will. It is hoped, long continue to direct the con¬ 
struction of many others through hla able aealstants. 

Among these is 

profsssora. vrhill, 

of Yale College. This well-known scientist Is as remarkable 
for bla industry aa for bla contributions to our knowledge of the 
Invertebrates of North America. He work, from long before 
sunrise until midnight, aud after. Though but a comnaratlvelv 
young man, he seldom or never mingles lo society, but “sticks to 
his kolitlog.'' Not a morose being In the li ast, however, but a 
genial mao, who can talk and work hard at the same time. Pro¬ 
fessor Verlll baa been connected with the Flah Cummleslon for 
many years, and to him, more than to any other living man is 
due tbe discovery aud uamliig of the iroineuse number of invor- 
tebrated species kuown to this continent.

la the deputy fleh commissioner, who has charge of tbe fisheries 
next to Bsird, and la also tbe chief ou the census of fisheries. 
In this latter department be will conirlbute oue of tbe forty large 
quarto volumes to come out, with, perhaps, 1,800 pages. As a 
young man not very long out from .MIddietowu College, be has 
exhibited an extraordinary energy. He was noted previous to 
bla counectloD with the commission for some very Important con¬ 
tributions to Ichthyology. 

Among others lo tbe party were Captain H. C. Cheater in 
charge of the dredging, wbo waa connected with the famous 
Polaris expedition In tbe eame capacity. Tbe captain Is tbe 
most Jovial fellow in the lot, and never permits any counte¬ 
nances to wear a solemn air In bla presence. Also on the stall 
are Sanderson Smith,conchological collaborator lo ProfessorVerlll; 
R. Ratbbun, registrar and historiographer; J. H. Emerton, 
draughtsman; Frederick Gardner, assistant to Goode; and U. 
L. O.boro, assistant to Verlll. 

The day was ooe of the hottest nf the season, and a heavy dead 
Bwell sickened half the party, sailors and all. Tne ship, however, 
pased out of the bay, to a point ooe hundred miles from New¬ 
port, along the rich grounds of the Gulf Stream. Tbe lead told 
of two hundred fathoms. The dredge at each haul, though the 
casts were as near each other as possible, brought up sn entirely 
different series of animals. It was a most remarkable sight 
which took away half the intensity of tbe seasickness of those 
about. Tbe great Jaws of the nets were literally alive with 
creatures, from tbe tiniest up. Here were flabes, aea urchins, 
alsr-fl'ibeB, crabs, shrimps, worms (annelid.) corals, sponges, 
algss, devil-fishes (octopus), and many other kinds. All bands 
available were busy. The specimens were crowded Into bottles, 
Jars, cans, palla, and boxes, until a whole barrel of alcohol, the 
entire stock of the commission, gave out, and compelled a very 
reluctant return. The ship seemed fairly loaded with materials 
ae it sped Into Newport rather late. 

A mere glance at the vessels In use by the wise beads of the 
commission showed 180 new creatures uot kuown before, south' 
of Cape Cod. A portlou of these were totally new to the Amer¬ 
ican waters, while a very large share of tbe remaluder of the 120 
have never been named. Prof. Verlll was elated in tbe thought 
that thorough examination might reveal double this number of 
new species. 

The material was deposited In tbe 

MARINB LABORATOBT. 

This in brief,Is a gigantic old building,long years ago known aa 
tbe Newport Lead Works,latterly tbe abode of ghosts, hobgoblins, 
Inaecta and rats. Tbe approach of tbe Fish Commission warned 
these undesirable specimens away. The rafters were pitch black 
with smoke of tbe ancient days when the old mill of historic note 
was bumming Us tune on the brow of tbe hill above, bat now 
Blands preserved in its ruinous state lo a public square—a 
shapely base. Six men diligently whitewashed for four days In 
one room, when the matter of Improvement was abandoned In 
despair. Within these romantic walls one Is liable to lose tbe 
sense of his surroundings In tbe basy and untiring labors of tbe 
devotees of knowledge. 

By Monday night Prof. Goode waa enabled to announce tbe 
following results In tbe department of Ichthyology: 

There were six species new to science, tour of which are 
flouaders, oue of tbe genua Macrurui and ooe a new genua which 
will be called PerUtttMum, the species not yet hiving been 
named. 

The remaining apeclea have never before been seen south of 
Cape Cod.

These three apeclea have all been discovered aud named during 
tbe last three years, after the respective members of the party. 

Bitting at tbe mess table that evening, the waller politely asked:

As but two of tbe party were present to enjoy the Jqke, I en¬ 
deavored to add to its intensity by calling for some of tbe one 
away.

Prof. Verlll made the following annonncemenls in regard to 
the invertebrates. 

Here were forty species of shell fish all now to the region 
south of Cape Coid, and one half new to science. 

;^NIneteeD apeclea of star fishes and sea urcblns were secured 
new to tbe region, and half tbe number new to science. 

Crabs and shrimps to the number of fifteen were found to be 
new in the territory, one-half of which were heretofore nnde- 
scribed. 

Ffteen apeclea of worms (annelids) were taken, one-half new 
to science, and all new to the region. 

Ooe new coral and two new anemones were found. 

A devil fish waa hauled lo, known as Octopus bairdU, new to this 
coast, and tbe largest specimen ever taken by tbe Commission. 

Many other forms'were secured during the day, of more or le^s 
Interest. Among tbe^ a magnificent specimen of the Portu¬ 
guese Man-of-War, pbysalla aretbusa, whose atlug causes sharp 
and agonizing pains, and often death. 

In brief, the Commission has secured over one hundred species 
of fisa thus far during tbe season, many of which are new to 
science, besides numbers of Invertebrates. 

Operations will probably be discontinued Id October, tbe sa- 
sistauta retiring for the Winter to work up the mtterlal. 

The report of the Commission for 1878 will be ready for Ma- 
trlbutlon at the opening of Congress, and that for 1879 is now 
going to press as fast aa completed. It la to be hoped that tbe 
latter will be Issued soon aa it la a year behind.

John Jaines Auiluliou. 

Audubon was a little more than ilfty-alx years old at the time 
our acquaintance began, and yet no one a stranger to this fact 
would have Imagined that so many yasrs of active life could 
have pasted over ibat brow with Its still untInged locks of raven 
hue. Hla form was erect, bis movements were almost youthful 
in their ease and sc’lvlty,and his rest ures were wonderfully fresh 
in their mature and manly beauty. Everything about him be¬ 
spoke, lo unmistakable tokens, his “ simple, single-hearted, en- 
thusiasllc, and preserving character, which it was Impossible to 
regard without sBecllonate admiration.” 

About ten years before we first mei, with .Mr. Audubon, the 
author of the Lights and Hhaduitis of Scottinh Lift bad first 
encountered our " American Woodsman," as be then delighted 
to call himself, in 

“ btatuly E llutioruitgli throngcil on cragi'," 

and has given his first impressions of him with a felicitous and 
graphic fidelity. Ills vivid portraiture presents a picture of the 
insii Identical wiili our own later recollections, excep- that those 
■' raven locks " bud been shorn and made to eunforin with " the 
vulgar fashion of the town.” In all else he aeenied unchanged, 
and we oannot better describe tils appearance than by giving, with 
but alight change, Wilson’s lifelike portrait. ".Toougb dressed 
somewnat after the faabion of ourselves, his long raven locks 
hung curling over his shoulders, yet unshorn from the wilderness. 
They were shaded across his open forehead with a simple ele¬ 
gance. H19 sallow, flue-featured face beapokea sort of wild inde¬ 
pendence ; and then such au eye! —keen as that of the falcon. 
His foreign accent removed him still farther out of the common¬ 
place circle of this every-day world of nurs, and Ida whole 
demeanor waa colored by a character of conscious freedom and 
dignity acquired In hla long and lonely wanderings among the 
woods, where he bad lived lu the uncompanloned love and delight 
of Nature, and in the studious observation of all the ways of her 
winged children that fluttered over his paths. We had beeu told 
of his wandering life, and his wonderful pencil, and the entire 
appearance of the man was most appropriate to what had for so 
many years been hie calling and bore upon It, not to be mistaken 
for a moment, or overlooked, the Impress, not ao much of alngu- 
larlty aa of origl allty; of genius self-nursed, self-rlpeoe.l, and 
self'tutored among the Inexhaustible treasures of the forest, ou 
which, In one soul-engrossing pursuit, It had lavished its dearest 
and divinest passion.” 

Such was the personal appearance of the man, and auch the 
striking and ever-to-be-remembere 1 Impression left by It upon 
Ihose whose privilege it was to meet with him. The pecullarlilea 
of his character were no less stroogiy marked and impressive. 
Uls enthusiasm bad In it something absolutely iofectlous. It waa 
not possible to be in his company, and hear him converse ou hla 
favorite theme, without being strongly moved by It. Even they 
whd, before meeting with him had been all unconscious of feeling 
any Interest In natural history, i ndcr his Inspiring Influence be¬ 
came for the moment almost equally enthualaallc. His vivid and 
ever active imagination, united with his ardent and enthualaatlc 
temperament, was constantly stimulating him to renewed 
adventures In the search fur new discoveries, and also was 
occasionally the means of leading him to too hastily assume as 
facts clearly established, what were in reality only probable but 
Imperfect conclusions. A striking example of this may be cited 
In hla own account of hla first fiodlng tbe neat of tbe black-poll 
warbler. Meeting, for the flrat time, with the nest and eggs of 
this species during his explorations In Labrador, bis Joy seems to 
have known no bounds at securing what seemed to him so great a 
prize. Hla expreaslou of delight waa uoaffectcdly sincere and 
truthful, but we now know that the nest of this bird Is by no 
means so rare, and Its breeding-places are not so remote, aa Mr. 
Audubon so enthusiastically yet honestly assumed. 

Added to his ardent enthusiasm, and exerting a no less power¬ 
ful Influence over bla life, hla labors and hla success, must not be 
forgotten an untiring perseverance that nothing could discourage, 
a moral courage which no hindraocea could daunt, and an un¬ 
yielding determination to complete whatever be bad resolved 
upon to do. Sea voyages were to him interminable seaenna of 
misery, discomfort, and wretchedness. Yet his sufferings were 
never permitted to deter or delay his movements. Loss of prop¬ 
erty, tbe destruction of bis drawings, involving years of research 
and toll, with various other disappointments and dlsaaters that 
would have overwhelmed any one else with despair, or driven 
him from bis purpose, were all met by Audubon with a serenity 
that knew no defeat, and with only an added desire and determi¬ 
nation to persevere, and to overcome all obstacles, and to make 
all these losses good. Tbe calm and uncomplaining fortitude 
with which Audubon received and endured tbe disastrous results 
of the panic of 1837, when nearly one-half of all the subacrlbera 
to bis great work, having become either bankrupt or Impover¬ 
ished, withdrew their subscriptions, exhibited all tbe attributes of 
the most sublime heroism.— Thomas M. Brbwsr, lo Harper’s 
Magasine for October.

who ia usually black, and shorter In the back than the spaniel. 
This appears to be the Qredtn of Bullon. The Blenheim, Marl¬ 
borough, or Pyrame of Buffon, ia very similar to the above, but 
the black color Is relieved by fire-colored spots above the eyee, 
sndThe same on the breast and feet; the muzzle la fuller, and 
the back rather short. The Maltese dog (Gantt tnelittrut) the 
BIchon or Chien Bouffe of Buffon, Is the most ancient of the 
small spaniel races, being figured on Roman monumeuts and 
noticed by Strabo; the muzzle Is rounder, the hair very long, 
silky, and usually white, the otaturo very small, and only fit for 
ladles’ lap-doga.” 

From the above description It would almost appear that the 
model 0 Blenheim spaniel was practically unknown In the year 
1843; but It la Incredible tbat such could be case; and we must 
therefore presume that the opinion of Sir William Jardine le not 
altogether reliable as regards the subject of color, which In the 
preseut day Is a matter of very considerable Importance in Judg¬ 
ing toy spaniels. We are atrenglhencd tu this opinion by the 
following extract from the Sjtorluman't JicjJotUory, written by 
.lohn Scott, aud published In 18'20, which states that, '' Twenty 
years ago (i «., 1800) His Grace the Duke of .Marlborough was 


•everal toy apanlels, wbleb, bat for the delicacy of their coat* 
were capable of entering any bniabwood. Tbat they frequently 
attempM to do eo In the course of country ramblea, their torn 
aklna fully attest^; but the early repetition of the conduct bore 
testimony to the animal’s love of sport and plucky temperament. 
Unfortunately, however, the long coat gets clogged with mud 
and matted by damp when out of doors In bad weather, and the 
task of washing her pet and making him comfortable, le beneath 
the consideration of many lady owners, who only keep the 
creatures because they, when in health, gratify their eyes by their 
beauty; their comfort being quite a secondary conalderaiton with 
thoae whose duty It Is to keep them comfortable. Such persons 
should most certainly eschew keeping spanlela. In favor of a pet 
of a more phlegmatic temperament, and one that takes Its 
pleasure and Its exercise In a more respectable, though a eadder 
manner. There le so much life and'“go” lu King Charles’or 
Blenheims, It they are In perfect health, and accustomed to regu¬ 
lar exercise, tbat they splash themselves w lih mud to a far greater 
degree than a quieter dog. On the other band, as a rule, no toy 
dog is In poBsessloa of so much Intelligence, and su capable of 
being brought under command, and we know of more than one 
first-rate specimen which Is in the habit of following Its owner 
about London a-s quietly and safely as It would In a country lane. 

A toy spaniel Is In reality a 
toy only from force of clicum- 
staLcer, and we believe ciuld 
be readily broken, aud worked 
will) the gun, though there 
would not be much e! once of 
Us standing a day’s work, on 
account of Us Bmullness of 
stature. Our oplnluns here 
are shared by the author of 
the Sportmian’ii JlrfVMtory 
above alluded to, who remarks, 
“ The very delicate and small, 
or * carpet spaniels,' have ex¬ 
quisite nose, and will hunt 
truly and pleasantly, but ate 
neither fit for a longj day nor 
a thorny covert.” Wllh so 
much, therefore, to recom¬ 
mend them, it la to be hoped 
that these most] beautiful of 
all dogs may yet regain the 
position they once occupied, 
especially as his affectionate 
disposition reudersa “Charlie” 
or a Blenheim doubly dear to 
hla owner. An instance of 
the Importance attached to bis 
dogs (which were presumably 
toy spaniels) by King James 
II. lies In the fact tbat once, 
on hla eaeape lu a boat from a 
sinking ship, be insisted on 
putting back to the wreck to 
save his doge, though no 
room could be found on board 
for several sailors, who were 
left behind, and eventually 
drowned. 

An essential distinction be¬ 
tween the ancient and mod¬ 
ern type of toy spaniel lies In 
the formation of the. muzzle, 
as well as tu culor. lit days 
gone by It Is undoubtedly a 
fact that the short, rclroutu 
noses now so fashionable, 
were things unknowq; In fact, 
the first reference to them that 
we have come across is In the 
aporUtnan't liepotltory, which 
we have already quoted. That 
some outside cross has beeu 
at one time or another resorted 
to In order to produce this, we 
may be quite assured, but how 
It came about Is another mat¬ 
ter, and presents a dlfHcuIy tn 
solution. For our own opin¬ 
ion we fancy a IcroES of,.' pug 
Iiaa played some Important 
part In the change of shape In 
the skull of the toy spaniel. 
One thing la certain, that by 
reducing the length of nose, 
much of the animal’s sense 
of smell must have been Im¬ 
paired, and It la therefore 
reasonable to suggest tbat If 
bleeders of toy spaniels dt- 
Ifberately set to work to try 
and breed short-nosed dogs, 
they did so subsequently to the 
variety being withdrawn from 
an active participation In field 
sports. 

The subject of color is a dlf- 
fercut one entirely, aud we 
can only suppose when dis¬ 
cussing the merits of the King 
Charles tbat the partial dis¬ 
appearance of the black, tan 
and while dog, la the result of 
neglect, and not of any fixed 
determination on the part of the breeder to exterminate a color 
which la to many tastes the moat beautiful spaulel color we have- 
That white la a perfectly legitimate color lu a King Charles spaniel, 
a reference to old paintings will prove, and we are glad to find the 
authorities at some of our ahowa Instituting a claaa for King 
Charles other than black and tan. Here (unfortunately, we think) 
red dogs are allowed to compete at the present time, but we are 
of opinion tbat the proper place for the latter under any 
clrcumstsDcee la the Blenheim claaa; and a class for Blenheim 
other than red and white would, we believe, soon be well filled 
with entries. There la not the slightest desire on our part to 
under-rate the beau^ or value of a ted spaniel, bat we are pro¬ 
foundly of the opinion that red la essentially a Blenheim color, 
and one which has no right to be seen In a King Charles, 
color ahould be either black and tan, or black, tan and white. 
As we have before remarked, the Introduction of white meet 
certainly used to be considered legitimate In the case of tay 
spaniels; and no unprejudiced peteon who sees such beautuni 
speclmena as Mlsa Violet Cameron’t Conrad, and Mrs. R“*®®‘‘ 
Karp’s Tweedledee, can regret that efforts ere being “ 

restore-one of the moat lovely varieties of color wklch ever

CHAPTER XXlII. 


Toy Spaulbls- 

The King Charles and Blen¬ 
heim epanlels are so closely 
alliid as regards structural 
development, lh>t the task of 
aeparallng them, were It not 
for their colors, would be ex- 
trem ly dllticult. The orlglu 
of the two breeds Is un¬ 
doubtedly dbscure, but the 
credit of bringing these most 
beautiful little pets Into popu¬ 
lar notice, unqueslionably liea 
with Uls Majesty King Cbarlee 
II, from which monarch the 
former variety derives ita 
name. 

It must not, however, be 
Imagined that the tzMfnce of 
the breed is due to the exer¬ 
tions of its royal patron, for 
direct allualoD le made to It 
by Dr. Calus In his work al¬ 
luded to before, In which be 
clearly connects this variety 
with the Maltese dog, as the 
latter theu existed; _he de¬ 
scribes them in the third sec¬ 
tion of Ills book as follows: 

. . . “Of the delicate, neate, 
and pretty kind of dogges called 
the spaniel gentle, or the com¬ 
forter, tn Latlne, Metliasus or 
Fotor.” 

“These dogges are little, 
pretty, proper, and line, and 
sought for to satisfy the del- 
Icatenesse nf dalutie dames, 
and wanton womau’s wills 
Instrumentee of folly for 
them to pl.'y and dally wlthall, 
to try fie away the treasure of 
time.” .. . “These puppies, the 
smaller they be, the more 
pleasure they provoke, as more 
meete play-feliowee for minc¬ 
ing mistresses to beare lu their 
bosoms.” .... 

From the above extracts it 
would appear that the toy 
spaniel did not stand high in 
the ustlmatlon of D.'. John 
Calus; though a few lines 
later on there is an attempt to 
prove that this dog was ef 
some service in the world, 
since be gravely announces, 

“ We find that these llUle 
dogs are good to assuage the 
slcknesse of the stomacke, 
being oftenttinee thereunto 
applyed aa a plaster preserva¬ 
tive. or borne In the bosom of 
the diseased and weake person, 
which effect la pel formed by 
theyr moderate beate; more¬ 
over, the disease and sicknesse 
cbauogelh bis place, and en- 
tretb (though It be not precisely 
marcked) Into the dogge, wbleb 
experience can testify,for these 
klode of dogges sometimes fall 

slcke, and sometimes die, without any faarme outwardly Inforced, 
which la an argument that the disease of the gentleman or gen¬ 
tlewoman or ouner whatsoever, entreth Into the dogge by the 
operation of beate Intermingled and Infected.” 

How any person In hla senses could publish the above, and ! 
aerlously Intimate tbat he bellevea In bis theory, we are at a li.sa 
to Imagine. It suits us, boa ever, tu reproduce It, aa showing 
that Id the days of Queen Elizabeth ladles were In the habit of 
keeping toy spaniels about them; and from these no doubt the 
King Charles spaniel was eubasquently derived. 

In the time of King Charles II., the toy apantel may be said to 
have reached the zenith of its popularity; It was the pampered 
favorite of the king, and the position It held at conrt Is alluded 
to In Pepys* Diary, where be states that the spaniels had free 
access to all parts of Whitehall, even upon state occaelona. 

In the “Naturalist’s Library," by Sir William Jardine, pub¬ 
lished to 1848, the only allnslon made to toy spsulela la as I 
follows: I 

“ KINO CHARLES SPANIEL. | 

" A beautttui breed, tn general black and white, and presumed to i 
be the parent of

reputed to possess the smallest and best breed of cockers In 
Britain; they were Invariably red and white, with very long ears, 
abort noses, and black eyes.” 

Before passing on to the polntaiof the two breeds, regret must 
be expressed at the gross neglect which these beautiful and 
highly-interesting little pets have experienced at the hands of the 
poblic. In' Intelligence and natural vivacity they are so far 
Id advance of other laLlea’ toys, that It teems Incredible that 
they should for ao long a time occupy an Inferior position to the 
uninteresting and oftenjquarrelaome png. A ladles’ pet need not 
be condemned to a Ilfe-Iong existence In his mistress’ boudoir; 
and the extreme stupidity of the gentrallty of pngs when out 
of doors, la rendered eminently conepicnous by the very different 
behavior of a King Charles or Blenheim spaniel. Doubtleas, the 
fact of a spaniel poaaeeslng a long coat, which requires constant 
brushing to keep In good order, la an obstacle In the way of Its 
popularity; but the beauty of the dog amply repays any trouble 
beatowed.upon It, and a little care and attention devoted to the 
toilet of a '' Charlie” or Blenheim, la certain to be repaid a hun¬ 
dred-fold byttbe Improvement It Invariably effects In the dog’s 
appearance. As a matter of fact, we have ourselves owned 
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longed to doga. A. decided uae to which the red dogs have been 
put la to Improve the color of the ten merklnga In the black-end- 
ten doge. Thla would either Inevitably get paler (or to use a 
technical term, more “ clayey'') In color than the “ warm ” or 
rlch-abaded tan bre^era like to aee In them; or In tbe aecoud 
Inatance, the Ian markinge would diaappear altogether, and tbe 
doga would become totally black, which would naturally be an 
eyeaore to their admirera. Aa a matter of fact, we know poal- 
tivoly that many of our reputedly beat and certainly moat auc- 
ceaaful etralna have been croaeed with each other to each an ex¬ 
tent, that more than one mother baa been known to produce red- 
and-whlte and black-and-tana at one birth. In the face of auch 
facte, under the preaent clrcnmatancea, we do not tblnk auQlclent 
care can be taken by aupportera of tbe breed to keep their etralna 
pure; aa aure and certain evil will be wrought in tbe preaent 
fiahionable colora, It care la not taken to breed for color and 
markinge. Thla, If no market can be found for black-tan-and- 
wblte epanlele, muat neceaaarlly prove of tbe greateet Injury to 
all tbe other colora, aa t^e propagation of a variety without pecu- 
'niary aupport from the outalde public, la an enterprlae which few 
breedera care to embark upon. 

Wbllat on the aubject of breeding for color, the following prac¬ 
tical remarka of Mr. Joaeph Nave, of Henrietta atreet, Covent 
Garden, London, who la well-known aa a breeder and authority 
on toy apanlela, will be read with Intereat: 

“Tbe color of King Cbarlea moat liked cow la bla^-acd-tan, 
but there are a great many all tan (red), which In my experience 
arlaea from breeding from wblte-and-r^ Blenheim bitcbea with 
black-and-tan King Cbarlea. I have a black-and-tan King 
Cbarlea dog from parenta of the eame color; thinking to obtain 
black-whlte-and-tan pupplea, I put him to a red-and-wbite Blen¬ 
heim bitch, and tbe reault waa a litter of four, all tan. I kept 
one of tbe red bitcbea, and put a black-and-tan King Cbarlea dog 
to her, and tbe reault waa five black-and-ten pupplea, with very 
blight tan. Therefore, 1 have come to tbe conclualon, if you 
want to breed pupplea black with very bright tan. It la beat to 
breed from a red bitch; but I have experienced that if you keep 
breeding and in-breeding alwaya from black-and-tan parenta, the 
tan will gradually get out of them, and you may get aeveral pup¬ 
plea all black, without any tan; and all black King Cbarlea* are 
not liked at all. The original King Charlea* were black-and- 
white, with long noaea and very long eare. Through the Intro¬ 
duction of the black-and-tan Japaneae apanlel—of which I know 
at present a very flne specimen, brought over by 81r John Hay— 
black-and-tan King Charles’ were produced; but through tbe 
Japaneae they have lost a great deal In the length of ears, and 
gained tbe high skull, abort rose, and underhung, which la the 
nature of tbe Japanese. Tbe present tendency of King Charlea 
is for long noses again, and larger ears; and we should be very 
glad to aee a fresh Importation of Japanese spaniels, ao as to re¬ 
vive tbe short nose again. It Is my Srm opinion that the origin 
of tbe present png dog Is nothing but tbe common English fawn- 
colored amooth-coated terrier bitch croaeed with a little jet-black 
Chinese terrier, of which I also have seen some—they have tbe 
abort nose and high head, and very curly ulls. King Charles’ 
abould not be too small, and need not weigh lees than ten pounds ; 
If they are much smaller they lose many of tbe properties and the 
beautiful coats of the breed.’’ 

We are gratified to find that so great an antboiity as Mr. Joseph 
Nave coincides with our views on tbe pug cross. Our conclu- 
alone were arrived at, singularly enough, without any previous 
conversation, and by his support of our theory we feel consider¬ 
ably fortified in It; and as an experiment. Intend to try a Japan¬ 
eae pug cross with a toy spaniel on the earliest opportunity. Mr. 
Nave has, however, bit tbe nail on the bead when be alludes to 
this cross being likely to decrease tbe length of the ear In tbe 
King Charles or Blenheim, and we candidly admit that on this 
point we see breakers ahead, which will be difficult to weather In 
safety. Nevertheless there Is now auch a tendency to long anipy 
muzzles, that something should be done to prevent these breeda 
degenerating Into nondescripts, which do not fairly represent 
either the ancient or modern type of toy spaniel. 

The two Illustrations appended of the older types moat strongly 
support this view of the case. Tbe reader’s attention cannot fall 
to be directed to tbe, at present, uncommon combination of long 
muzzles and long ears In tbe smaller Illustration, which la taken 
from /cona Animallum, by J. F. Rlede’. Tbe spaniels here por¬ 
trayed are in our opinion Intended to be black-tan-and-whlte King 
Charles, though tbe absence of descriptive letter press, and the 
Inferior engraving of that period render this conviction more 
or less a matter of conjecture. Tbe large full-page engraving le 
drawn from two German dogs of tbe present day, but Is a per¬ 
fect representation of tbe longer muzzle and magnificent ears 
which were at an earlier date fashionable In England, and are 
very likely to be preferred by most who do not live In the artificial 
atmosphere of shows. 

We are also favored with the following notes on tbe Blenheim 
from Mr. James W. Berrie, of Lower Tooting, Surrey, which we 
have much pleasure In reproducing; 

“ Next to tbe old English bulldog, of which Englishmen may 
so justly be proud, the Blenheim stands pre-eminently first. This 
exquisitely beautiful little dog should have a long silky coat of tbe 
pure ‘ ruby and pearl ’ color, and it should possess all the distin¬ 
guishing characteristics of the King Charles spaniel, which are so 
called because of tbe esteem In which It was held by the ‘ Merry 
Monarch.’ 

“ Tbe modem Blenheim, from a phrenological point of view, 
possesses properties and organs more nearly resembling tbe 
human bead than any other kind of dog. He has Individuality, 
eventuality, comparison and causality, very largely developed. 
That the Blenheim possesses Individuality Is obvious to all who 
have studied the breed and character of tbe dog; be knows at a 
glance the canine fover, and Is friendly In a moment; while tbe 
dog haler may try bis best to win bis favor In vain. 

“ It Is generally admitted that tbe dog has memory, but this 
quality is most singularly developed In the Blenheim; be having 
been known to remember some of tbe most trivial circumstances 
In bis history, which have long escaped the mind of his master. 
Many Instances could be given to corroborate this statement, but 
one will suffice. Little Blossom (one of Mrs. Bertie’s pets) was 
visiting a friend In the country with my wife, and on one occasion 
she killed a shrew, which my wife took from her and placed In 
a hole In the wall of a barn, quite out of her reach. Blossom did 
her best to get It by ‘ sitting up ' and barking for It, but at last 
gave It up In despair. Tears after, when she went to tbe same 
place, she ran to the old barn, and putting her fore-feet against 
tbe wall, she did her ntmost to get up to have a peep at the place 
where the dead shrew bad been laid six years before. 

“Generosity Is another property natural to the Blenbelm. I 
have known instances where one has kept another supplied with 
food, when he waa tied up and unable to obtain It for himself. 
This happened more than- ondb with two puppies of my own 
breeding. Bloom, being a mischievous fellow, waa .very often 
Imprisoned under aerate; when hungry he had only to make a 
whining kind of cry, and Petal, the brother, would forthwith start 
off and bring him bread or anything In the way of comestibles 
that be could find. 

“Tbe Blenheim Is an exceedingly difficult breed to rear, hence 
tbe scarcity of good specimens. They are liable to brain diseases, 
supposed to be caused by the unuanally large size of the bead In 



comparison witb the body. find Intense excitement very In¬ 
jurious to them when young, sometimes causing fits, which, how¬ 
ever, rarely prove fatal, unless the subject Is exceedingly delicate. 

" Tbe beat food for rearing puppies, we think. Is a little finely- 
mlnced meat, with plenty of soaked bread twice a day, alternated 
with a little Bwiss milk and bread. 

POINTS OF A BLENnEIU. 

" The Under-jate should be wide between the tusks, and well 
turned up; undershot, but not to show teeth. 

“ Tbe Ataae should be black, wide and deep, and as short aa 
possible, almost In a line with the eyes; tbe nostrils being large 
and open. 

“ The * stop ’ is wide, and as deep as in a floe bull-dog; but the 
nose should not recede as In that animal. 

“ Eyet aa large as possible, perfectly black, wide apart, and at 
right angles with tbe line of the face. Weeping at the cornere la 
owing to a defect In the lachrymal duct. ■ 

“Headshould be very large and round, with a dome-Ilke ap¬ 
pearance at the top. The forehead should project well over the 
eyes, so as almost to touch tbe nose. 

“ Jfars as long as possible, not curly; about eight inches In 
length from where they join tbe head. They must be low down 
on tbe side of the bead, almost on s line with the ears. 

“Shape —Thick-set and cobby; chest deep and wide; strong legs; 
short back; arched neck. Tall carried gaily, but not over the 
back; It should be almost on a line with the back. Well cut up 
from cheat to loin; tbe latter should be strong, and as sturdy as 
possible. 

’* Color should on no account be whole, but rich ruby red, and 
pure pearly white. The white should form the ground, and the 
red should bo In detached spots scattered over the body. The 
fore-legs and nose should be slightly ‘ ticked.’ The ears and 
cheeks should be red, and a blaze of white up the forehead, in 
tbe center of which should be a spot of red as large as a sixpence, 
called ‘the spot.’ The best marked doga are those with well-de¬ 
fined red markings on tbe sides and back, and a ’ splash ’ at the 
root of the tall. Some few good specimens are cinnamon and 
white, but this Is not a desirable color. 

“^oaf should be flne, silky, long, and as free from curl and mix¬ 
ture as possible. 

“The Chesty Feelmi Tan should be well feathered, and also tbe 
back of tbe legs. 

“ Weight from six to twelve pounds, but the best specimens are 
from eight to ten pounds. 

“Tbe should be email and well knit together, with the 
toes strong and well made; from between tbe toes abould grow 
tufts of hair like feathers, giving tbe animal the appearance of 
walking on mats.” 

Amongst tbe most conspicuous breeders and owners who are In 
possession of the correct type of King Charles and Blenheims, 
the names of Mrs. Forder of Bow, Mrs. J. W. Berrie of Lower 
Tooting, and Mr. Joseph Nave of Henrietta street, are most 
prominent. Mrs. Berrie certainly confines her attention to Blen¬ 
heims only, but her collection, as a collection, is without a rival. 
Tbe Earl and Bawbee are her two beat dogs as we write; but, 
owing to the experience and sound practical judgment of her 
husband (Mr. James W. Berrie) being so often of late called Into 
requisition in the capacity of judge at the principal shows, only 
very few opportunities are offered her for exhibiting her pets. 
Mrs. Forder, on the other hand. Is practically at tbe top of tbe 
tree with black-and-tan King Charles’, her Young Jumbo being 
deservedly the present champion. Tbe Bow Kennel, however, 
has also some grand Blenheims, and of late years Mrs. Forder 
has been wonderfully successful with Lizzie, albeit that to some 
minds her markings were too pale In color. At present one of 
the beat youngsters out, also halls from Mrs. Forder’s stud; this 
Is Bo-Peep, who will, we think, prove tbe bright particular star In 
tbe Blenbelm world for some time to come. Mr. Nave is a 
breeder of both varieties, but his splendldly-ebaped dog Covent 
Garden Charlie Is too large In stature to please every judge, and 
this has prevented his winning at many shows. Mrs. M. A. 
Forster, of Bradford, does a great deal of winning in the North of 
England by tbe assistance of tbe Blenheim Duke of Bow, who le 
a purchase from Mrs. Forder's kennel; and Mrs. Bligh Monk of 
Coley Park near Reading, has also had some good specimens. A 
few years back Miss Dawson, of Coldbarbour Lane, London, was 
almost Invincible with Old Jumbo; but age and Infirmity at 
length drove tbe grand little dog off the bench, and on bis depo¬ 
sition Young Jumbo sprang at once Into first place. Mr. 8. A. 
Julius, of Hastings, too, has several excellent Blenhelnis, many of 
bla belonging to tbe old or long-faced, and npw unfashionable, 
type. The above are our principal and most successful exhibitors, 
but there are many choice collections, and excellent, but solitary, 
spulmens of toy spaniels which never appear In public, though it 
Is ^ be hoped that In tbe Interest of tbe breeds tbelr owners will 
support tbe classes more Bubstantially than they do at present. 
There are some beautiful specimens, too, of that most lovely of 
all colors, tbe black-tan-and-wblte King Charles, to be met with; 
but tbe hey of the position in this variety Is held by Miss Violet 
Cameron, with her Conrad—one of the best-shaped dogs out— 
and Mrs. Russel Earp with Tweedledee. 

Before proceeding to give the points of a toy spaniel, we may 
remark that it Is an Invariable role to dock tbelr tails—that is, to 
cut them about four Inches short. Our Ideas on tbe breed are ns 
follows: 

The Skull of a toy spaniel should be round, with a short, up¬ 
turned muzzle, and a decided “ stop,’’ or Indentation, between tbe 
eyes. 

The Jfuzzfc must be abort and rather square-shaped, with a 
black nose well turned back toward the skull. 

Tbe Eyee must, as In tbe bull-dog, be wide apart, and very 
full and prominent—dark In color and lustrous. 

Tbe Eare, a most Important feature In a toy spaniel, must be 
set on rather low, and hang perfectly flat to tbe sides of tbe head. 
In addition to tbelr own considerable length, they are provided 
with long silken bair, which In some specimens almost trails on 
tbe ground. 

Tbe Eoee must be black. 

Tbe Eody Is cloddy and compact. 

Tbe Lege Inclined to be short, and witb the backs well coated 
with long silky hair, or “ feather’’ as It Is termed. 

Feet, large, and well covered with hair. 

Tbe Coat In both breeds must be long and silky; without curl, 
which Is a fault. 

Site, about 10 pounds, or a little more in a King Charles; but 
the Blenheims weigh rather less. It Is not, therefore, desirable 
to have the King Cbarlea much under 10 pounds weight. 

Color. —In the King Charles: Black-and-tan or black-tan-and- 
whlte. Blenheims; Red-and-white. In this breed a red spot on 
tbe forehead Is esteemed a decided characteristic, and should 
always be looked for In good specimens, as Its absence Is a 
blemish. 

Omeral appearance Is that of an intelligent, nimble little dog, 
which combines activity with a daintiness peculiar to good breed¬ 
ing and aristocratic connections. 

The doga we have chosen to Illustrate tbe breed In all four 
colors are—for the black-and-tan King Charles, Mr. Joseph 
Nave’s Covent Garden Charlie, whose sire Is Young Jumbo and 
dam Daisy—age, 2 years and 9 months; 'weight, 16 lbs.; be 


measures from nose to atop, three-quarters of an Inch; from 
stop to occiput, 4 Inches; length of back, 14 Inches; girth of 
muzzle, 7^ Inches; girth of skull, 13 Inches; girth of neck, 12 
inches; girth round brisket, 18 Inches; girth round shoulders, 
18 Inches; girth of loins, 15 Inches; girth round forearm, 5 
inches; girth round pastern, 3^ inches: height at shoulder, 15 
Inches; height at elbows, Inches; height at loins, 14 Inches; 
length of ears from tip to tip, 32 Inches; feather on tore-legs, 6 
Inches. 

In tbe black-tan-and-wblte King Charles, Miss Violet Came¬ 
ron’s Conrad, age about three years. Hla breeder and pedigree 
are unknown, as Conrad was purchased, when quite a puppy, 
from a dealer In Lendon who had no certain pedigree with him. 
He is an own brother to Mrs. Russell Earp’s well-known Twee¬ 
dledee, and In fact, tbe whole Utter waa one of unusual merit. 
Conrad measures;—From nose to stop, three-quarters of an inch; 
stop to occipital hone, 4 Inches; length of back, 12^ Inches; girth 
of muzzle, 5i Inches; girth of skull, 11 Inches; girth of neck, 
9i Inches; girth round brisket, 17 Inches; girth round shoulders, 
15 Inches; elrtb round loins, 13} Inches; girth of forearm, 4 
Inches; girth round pastern, 2} Inches; height at shoulder, 10 
Inches; height at elbow, 5} Inches; height at loins, 10} Inches. 

For tbe red spaniel, Mr. Joseph Nave’s Sepperl by Hlllus out 
of tbe owner's Fanny (both blsck-and-tans). He is six years 
old, and weighs 15 lbs.; measuring from nose to stop, 1 Inch; 
from stop to occiput, 5 inches; length of back, 16 Inches; girth 
of muzzle, 7 inches; girth of skull, 18 Inches; girth ofneck, 13 
inches; girth of brisket, 18 Inches; girth round chest, 18 Inches; 
girth of loins, 15 laches; girth of forearm, 5 inches; girth of 
pastern, 4 Inches; height at shoulder, 15 Inches; height at elbow, 
7} Inches; height at loins, 14 Inches. 

And for the red-and-wbite Blenbelm, Mrs. J. W. Berrle’s Baw¬ 
bee, who Is four years old, and weighs 10 lbs., 2 ozs. Bawbee 
measures from nose to stop, } inch; from stop to occiput, 4 
laches; length of back, 10 inches; girth of muzzle, 6 inches; 
girth of skull, 11} Inches; girth of neck, 12 inches; girth round 
brisket, 19 inches; girth round shoulders, 19 inches; girth of 
loins, 12} Inches; girth of forearm, 4} Inches; girtb of pastern, 
3 Inches; height at shoulder, 12 Inches; height at elbow, 5} 
inches; height at loins, 10} inches.

Before leaving tbc.ae beautiful and engaging breeds, we must 
once more impress upon our readers the Importance of frequently 
brushing tbelr coats with a not too hard “ balloon ’’ brush, such 
as recommended In Chapter XXI. If the blood becomes heated, 
too, which will soon be discovered by the dog scratching, a 
course of sulphur and magnesia, as recommended on page 20, 
should be at once prescribed, but the doses most not be too 
strong, or the constitution of tbe spaniel may be Injured by 
them 

Mr. Holllnga’ Letter with “ Leatherhead’s ” Articles on 
the Pointer Wagg and the Setter Rock, 
Criticised. 

RT A IIREEUEK. 

It Is just such persons as Mr. Holllngs who do more barm In 
misleading people with unsound advice than could be done by 
tbe cleverest of wilful mlaleaders. Mr. Holllngs has been to 
field trials; he has also been to dog shows; he la there¬ 
fore considered by many who have not done so, to have 
enperlor Information to themselves about sporting dogs. Hr. 
Holllngs BO tborongbly believes In himself, he tells us he Is 
unprejudiced. I dare say, Mr. Holllngs thinks It the moat simple 
thing to know whether be Is prejudiced or not. But Mr. Hoi* 
Hogs Is young! Tbe barm which those who thoroughly believe In 
what they say they can do, if what they say happens to be exactly 
wrong. Is great, far greater than can be done by the wilful Im¬ 
postor. Now, Mr. Holllngs does believe no doubt In all be says, 
and that being so, I shall be unfortunately obliged not only to 
show bow be le wrong, but to show bow be obtains such strong 
opinions which would require an experience to form. 

I confess, at first, I could not believe that tbe letter In question 
was really written by Mr. Holllngs, who, when I have seen him 
at field trials, has always been too mnch occupied In the arrange¬ 
ment of bis eye-glass and attention to tbe ladles to look at, or 
even be near enough to see, the work that was being done by tbe 
dogs. Mr. Holllngs on bis own merits as a sportsman would be 
quite unable to gain a reputation. Tbe ownership of a few 
Lsverack setters, purchased shortly after the successes of 
Countess and Nellie, gave to him a relationship reputation, of 
which he thought not a little. Leatherhead’a articles on Laver- 
ack setters have kept tbe same alive. Mr. Holllngs frequently 
sees bis name in print, and ns Leatherbead tells us he has good 
naturedly joined the Kennel ClubStud-Dog-Sbopkeepers; and as 
Mr. Holllngs tells us that his dog’s nominations are full, and 
that he does not breed for the American market. It Is fair to pre¬ 
sume that be finds the English market the best. Indeed, Tory’s 
ten nominations at £10 each, Is evidence of tbe fact. No third 
rate bandy-legged dog has produced such a sum as that In one 
season In America. I congratulate Mr. Holllngs on bis success 
with Tory; but still more on his having ten brace more “equally 
as good.’’ Straws show which way tbe wind blows, Mr. Holllngs. 
“Equally as good ’’ Is bad grammar, and a sentence which Mr. 
Laverack used very often. 

Mr. Holllngs must not take It in 111 feeling, whatever I may 
say of him. I am sure be was only playful when he doubted 
whether I had “ever’’ seen Tory. It Is “ Leatherbead," not “A 
Breeder,’’ who criticises dogs before be has seen them. What¬ 
ever Mr. Hollinga’ feelings were, when he doubted my truth, I 
will ask him to consider mine “ equally as good.’’ Tbe fact Is, 
Tory was seen by me at the Birmingham dog show after he be¬ 
came a mature dog. My opinion of him would not In any way 
change, or be worth more, as Mr. Holllngs thinks, If I bad seen 
him lately. I would not go fifty yards to see him again, becanse 
I know be has a falling which will not only last os long as he 
lasts, but as long as his stock lasts, too; be Is the sire of Em¬ 
peror Fred, whose legs are like his own. 

Mr. Holllngs tells us that tbe crosses which have been made 
with the Laveracks arc full of impurlllea (Laverack quotation); 
be goes on: “Undesirable signs have sprung up, the most hav¬ 
ing weak loins and heavy beads,’’—doubtful English, but excusa¬ 
ble, because It always accompanied a dog sold by Mr. Laverock. 
“ Signs ’’ with weak loins and heavy beads were useful to Mr. 
Laverack. 

Mr. Holllngs tries to make it appear that he la too fond of his 
dogs to allow them to be knocked about at dog shows and field 
trials It certainly does dogs no good to go to a dog show. I 
think every one will agree to that; also, that there Is no more 
risk or knocking about at a field telal than there Is In ordinary 
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sbontine. This bclne the case, It Is strange that Mr. Hnllinn 
shnulil fw-qiiriilly wixl di’es lo iloe rhows, but never to field 
trials. It Is reniilr) lie iloea not mind defeat, because, although 
his il es nf'iMi turn up at Ihe h'p shoas. they never win. 3o I 
Can only eJiil ilii Ills doga’entire absei ee from fi dd trials by 
pre.-.amlng that, although he dues noi mind defeat, yet he would 
mind disgraceful defeat, such as Is now the portion of every Lav- 
erack “ pure ” which shows Itself at field trials. 

.Mr. nullings wishes it to be thought that the whole of the 
merit ol the crossea from the Laverack belongs to the Laverark. 
Does Mr. Hulllngs remember that before the Gordon and South 
Esk were crossed with the Lavrrsck, not the latter, but the form¬ 
er, took the honors at field trialsl Does he forget the names of 
Duke, Dan and D ck? Ue must, for he says In the words of Lav¬ 
erack: “My opinions on this suhJecL are perfectly unbiased.” 
Then be goes on to give the two reasn|6 he has tor knowing bn 
la unbiased. First, be is not a “ field m&] ” man, and, serond, he 
Is not a *■ show ” man. The first is n^proof, but lends to show 
that Mr. Holllngs Is lenorant of Ib^true merits ol Held trial 
winners as compared with his own ; Imd the second la not a fact, 
for Mr. Holllngs la just as much a “show ” man as those who 
wlo Instead of lose when they show. 

Mr. Holllngs’ Idea that the crosses on the Laverscks beget 
heavy heads, sterns turned up, etc.. Is proof that Mr. Holllngs 
does not know much about the Lavera. k breed. How does It 
happen that at ooe of the last shows lately held oo the Conti¬ 
nent, Prince Solmes showed a Laverack, bred by Mr. Holllngs, 
who, the reports told us, would have won had he not carried bis 
stern turned upl The fact Is, the Laverack advocates know the 
faults of the breed, and know where dogs crossed with it. In 
common with Itself, will be likely to ^how faults. Heavy heads 
and high carriage of the sterne are the peculiarities of the dogs 
of the breed, and some of the bitches have the turn in the stern 
Where Is a heavier head than belongs to Mr. Pilklngton'a Lav¬ 
erack dog Dash I The beautiful bitch. Mr. Ksymond’s Fairy, has 
a turned up stern; so has Petrel, notwithstanding, which 1 pre¬ 
sume she Is, or has been of more value than all Mr. Holllnga' 
Laveracks put together. I know one Laverack dog which has 
done a deal of winning at the big dog shows, at which Mr. Hol- 
Ungi’ do 2 S have failed to win, whose stem Is carried In such a 
WM that the tip of It is not only over his back, but touches It. 

I should have been pleased to have been able to have said 
nothing but good of the doge I have criticised, but all that de¬ 
pended upon “Leatherbead.’’ If " Leatherbead " will point out 
all the faults, as well as say everything he can in favor of bis sub¬ 
jects, I shall be very pleased to have nothing to say, or, If be will 
give the faulte, I will do the praising; but so long as he continues 
to Ignore the bad, I shall take the liberty of helping him. 

It doea not matter a bit to me what Mr. Holllngs says my 
criticisms are thought of In England, because 1 know who be 
considers “ the English ”—himself and a few more stud-dog 
shop-keepers, who collect at the Kennel Club. It Is a case of 
“ We, the three tailors of Tooley Street.” I beg to Inform Mr. 
Holllngs that my reasons for writing these criticisms are various. 
First, the editor hia repeatedly requested me to write oo this 
subject. Second, I should be very sorry to see the dogs of 
America mined by those whose only ideas about breeding are to 
breed to make money at the least possible cost to themselves, 
for which they find a paper reputation of much more value than 
the hard work which breaking and actual test Involve. The 
leader of these Is “ Leatherbead.” He does not seem t6 know, 
or wish to know, that the goodness of the parents and grand¬ 
parents is worth ten times as much as the goodness of all the 
previous generations. If It were generally known to be ao, bis 
dogs of the Laverack breed would have no sale. “ Purity of 
blood ” Is, therefore, held up as the sole aim of the good breeder; 
but in borrowing this expression from Mr. Laverack, they make 
use of that which they do not understand as be understood It. 

Mr. Holllngs thinks there are lots of good dogs all over Scot¬ 
land which have nothing to do with field trial dogs. He falls to 
see, when be tells us that there are more than 6,000 working 
dogs kept In Scotland by 1,000 different owners, how abeurd It la 
to claim for tbe Laveracks the only purity of blood. It Is a very 
weak point In tbeir hlatory, and I cjuld name a number of sorts 
of setters with a belter right to the claim, amongst them the Gor¬ 
dons and S utb E:iks. S ime years sgo I went through Scotland 
to see what there was on those 1,000 moors, spoken of by Mr. 
Holllngs, but I did not bear that the Duke of Argjieor hla keeper 
had aoy dogs worth a visit. I did, however, find kennels tbat 
were worth a visit, and saw stud hooks going a deal further back 
than It has ever been claimed tbe Laveracks’ pedigree went back. 

I would not for one moment be understood to mean that Tory 
Is not equal to the average of those6,000 dogs; butwhen Leather- 
head puts him amongst tbe fifty best, then I have a rigblto say: 
I don’t like him. He certainly ought not to be so classed, for 
according to Mr. Holllngs’ own showing, he has ten brace 
“equally as good.’’ If they are all of one merit, it Isa fair pre¬ 
sumption tbat they .are all third-rate or worse.for every public com¬ 
petition has clearly shown bow bard It Is to flod an exact equal for 
anything which la first, or even second rate. Who would nelleve 
tbat Mr. Bryson had twenty equal to Gladstone, or Mr. Campbell 
twenty equal to Joe Jr., or the Montview Kennel twenty equal 
to Lincoln, or Major Platt twenty equal to Darkle, or Mr. Llewel- 
lln twenty, for which be bad been offered £750 each I Who 
would believe that there were twenty liberals In the House of 
Commons with as much ability as W. E Gladstone, or tbat there 
were In bis time twenty men Id tbe United States as fit to be 
father of his country as George Wasblngton? 

Who would believe Mr. Holllnga had any mind of bis own, 
when be prefera to use Mr. Laverack’s expreaslons, bad grammar 
and all, to forming any conclasloDs from the facts which are pob- 
Uc property! He tells os from tbe Laveracks comes all ihe 
merit of the successful breeds which have been formed by cross¬ 
ing with them, and this In the face of the fact that these success¬ 
ful breeds are descended on tbe other side, from breeds which, 
for several generations, beat tbe Laveracks wherever they met 
them. It follows then that there must have been a third 
party to this crossing, one which swallowed up the merit of the 
more enccessful breed*, and by that means made every cross with 
the Laverack of equal merit. How nice for the owners of Laver¬ 
ack stud dogs, If this could be belitved. Unfortunately the rec¬ 
ords of field trials prove that tbe most successful breeds before 
the Laverack cross, were just those which are most successful 
since the cross. Tbe fact Is, the third parly did not exist at tbe 
time theernsses were made, and came into being when be found 
It necessary to claim a great deal, to have anything allowed. 1 
think tbe reasonable way of looking at tbe mo-t successful breeds 
Is In accordance with fact; they are the productions of the best 
specimens of the best breeds of tbat dog. 

Mr. Lloyd Price's Wagg la certainly a grand looking pointer 
As usual, Leatherbead has pointed out his merits, and left for 
others the bolder sod less welcome duty of declsrlng that he too, 
has faults. Tbe greatest of these is a low carriage of the head 
^when at work. I did not see enough of bis work to know 
whether be has a nose. With tbe exception of being flat sided 
and slightly too small at tbe loin*, be Is as perfect a pointer as I 
have seen In outward form. In the absence of Newton’s Ranger, 
of old Sancho and Faust, he la In his right place as champion at 
our shows. 

Of Rock, I can say very little on tbe subject of field merit. I 
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have never seen him work. When he was the property of Mr. 
Hemming, that gentleman advised me not to breed from him, 
and declared he m-ver would do so. at the same time offering me 
the use nf him. I saw, however, that later on Mr. Hemming did 
bre>'d from him, but as far as good looks go, wltbont success. 
K ick II who won nt the Aleiaudra Palace, did so In tbe absence 
of good competition. Rock Is a very nest dog, and as Leather- 
head says, “ He is difficult to pick to pieces when by himself.” 
In tbe presence of other Lsveracks be caonot be beaten, and It 
la only when be Is put by tbe side of something of 
higher organlsttlon, that his faults, not of commission, 
but of omission, are made apparent. Thus, when he Is seen 
by the aide of Remus, the length of shoulders and neck 
and tbe beud of stlflrs of tbe latter give Rock a cobby 
look. Leatherbead thinks that when dogs have beaten Rock It 
has been by III judgment. I fear Leatherbead judges doge more 
hy their pedigrees than should be the case. There have been 
eeveral Irish setteTB which should always beat Rock; I think 
some of them have done so, hut I do oot follow the records bf 
the little sbows, to many of which Rock goes. There were six¬ 
teen of these shows reported In tbe Field of the week before 
last. 

Leatherbead no doubt has thought It wrong to have Rock de¬ 
feated, but he should speak for hlm<elf; be la wrong In saying 
the opinion Is general. I know tbat amongst bis own Kennel Club 
set the beet judges do not think Rock by any means tbe best 
show dog. Rock, however, Is a very beautiful dog; he la, no 
doubt, the best Laverack setter of tbe male sex In England. Rock 
baa a nice straight stern; Indeed, be Is one of tbe v^y few doge 
of tbe breed which doea not carry the stern too high to be pleas¬ 
ing when not at work. Notwithstanding the reports about Rock's 
stock, which Leatherbead speaks of, I would breed from him far 
sway before aoytfalng of tbe breed In this country. With such 
hitches as tbe alstera of Dan. and others with enough bone and 
length, I think tbe cross of R-ick would be of great advantage, 
particularly If the bitchea were too loosely put together and had 
good beads, with fine, open expressions. Rock Is a bit Roman- 
nosed, and hla bead altogether Is not equal to bis body. To cross 
with either Irish, Gordon, native or Llewellln, when a Laverack 
Is used, It should be a Rock, not a Tory.

Editor Cbicsoo Firld :—I returned from Sumner county, 
Kansas, Thursday, Sept. 3, whither I bad gone with a friend to 
visit aod work roy doge on chickens, preparatory to attending 
the Nebraska field trials. I wrote to tbe Lincoln Sportsmen's 
Club over a month ago to obtain a premium list, and received a 
letter from tbe secretary, saying tbat tbe date was not definitely 
settled, but that be would notify me as soon as he could and 
send a premium list. 1 saw the date In the notice In tbe Chicago 
Field, and as I could not get away from business more than two 
or three weeks, I made arrangements to have two weeks’ train- 
log and one week at tbe trials. Imagine “my pain and my sur¬ 
prise'’ to see that they had been postponed one month. Tbe first 
I knew of this was tbe notice In tbe Chicago Field, which I bad 
forwarded to me.

Fete of the AnstrUn Riflemen in Vienna. 

This popular national fete took place on the 18tb July, and was 
attendeo by Che Emperor and Empress, the grand Dukes, priocessce, 
and ministers. As soon as the cortege arrived on the ground, where 
the mumi ere of the central committee were waiting to welcome their 
majesties, the Austrian national anthem was struck up, and a splendid 
bonqnet of Edteweiee was presented to the Empress on the part of the 
Tyrolese coniingent. The impressive ceremony of blessing the colors 
of the Viennese riflemen followed. It was performed by Cardlosl 
Kntschker. As soon as this was over, the march past commenced. The 
numerous bodies of riflemen In their naiional dresses presented a most 
picturesque appearance. First came the Swiss, wearing straw hats 
with green ribands and bouquets of red rhododendrons; next the Mag¬ 
yars with green turbans, to the stirring atralna of Rakoezy's war 
march. Following them were the Transylvanians and the Poles; then 
tbemonotaineere of SlyrU, Carlntbla, and the Tyrol with their ancient 
Uttered standards. After these appeared the rlfiemen of Vorariberg, 
advancing to the barbarous sounds of wood instruments. They formed 
the rear-gnard of t« e moontaiuccr bands. The Viennese riflemen, pre¬ 
ceded by^eralds on borseback and masquers In quaint costumesi closed 
the procession. Two allegorical care foflowcd the cortcgcy oneoi which 
Is the sobject of our inostration. Thlacarwas in the form of a sbetl, 
ornamented with allegorical subjects of the Danube and Adriatic, and 
carried the new flag of the Viennese riflemen. Measuring thirty feet in 
length and tweoly-lbreo feet In height, it was drawn by six horses. Its 
wheeis bidden by garlands of flowers sod drapery, it advanced slowly, 
freighted with fourteen matdeos representing the oifTereot provinces or 
the Aastro-BungarlsD monarchy Above this group, whleh might have

MIND IN THE LOWER ANIMALS. 

This l8 the title of a work lately publlehed by D. Appleton A 
Oo.-, New York, and written by Dr. W. L. Lindsay, a prominent 
physician of Edinburgh. U Is In two volumes, the first being 
devoted to the discussion of " mind In health," and the second 
to “ mind In disease.” 

The author states that hs has carefully studied the subject of 
mind In other animals, as compared with that of man, for a se¬ 
ries of years, and the clear, able and finent manner In which he 
treats the subject; the vast amount of information and argument 
which he addnees In support of bis theories, leaves no doubt as 
to his qualifications for writing such a treatise. 

His treatment of the subject shows him to be so accomplished 
natnrallst as well as a physician. He has read extensively and 
carefully treasured the information thus obtained, and quotes 
liberally from other well-known authors whohave treated upon this 
enbject, either directly or Indirectly, such as Livingstone, Dar¬ 
win, Honieau, Lubbock, Drummond, Audubon, Wood, Mog- 
gridge, and others. 

Dr. Lindsay Is a master of the art of book-making, so far, at 
least, as the subdivision, graduation and careful arrangement of 
topics ie concerned. He tabulates a great deal of the loformatlou 
given In such a way as to render It unusually clear to the reader, 
and showe marked mechanical skill, as well as literary ability. 

Dr. Llndssy denies the long-established and popular theory 
that the lower animals are endowed only with Instinct, and 
maintains with great force that they are possessed of reason and 
Intellect, of the came order as that possessed by mankind; the 
difference being one of degree only, and not ol kind. We most 
admit that bis comparisons of mind In the higher orders of the 
lower animals with that of the more Ignorant and savage races of 
man, places the latter far below the former, as regards Intellect. 
In this, as In nearly all bis dlscnsslons, he addnees evidence and 
arguments to support bis position that are iucontrovertlble. In 
fact, every observant man and woman has seen hundreds of 
practical demonstratlooe of this theory. Who has not seen a 
noble horse display so much more reason, judgment and Intel¬ 
lect than hie Ignorant and brutal driver, as to tempt the belief 
the Creator bad made an error In endowing the one with the gift 
of speech, instead of the other. Who has not seen a noble dog 
which really possessed a hundred ptr cent.'more of genuine rea¬ 
son than his so-called master! 

Nor are Mr. Lindsay's comparisons confined to the higher 
orders on the one hand, and to the lower on the other; bat he 
shows how the lower animals Improve under favorable circum¬ 
stances just SB man does, and how nearly a highly educated horse, 
dog or other animal may approach to the intellectual level of a 
civilized and educated .man—the difference as to mind, again, be- 
Ing marked by degree rather than by kind. He shows the differ¬ 
ence between civilized, educated man and savage man to be even 
greater In this respect than between man In general and the 
lower animals. In short, be tears down the barrier between In¬ 
stinct and reason, and shows that man possesses both and that 
other animals also possess both. 

He exposes the utter fallacy and Injustice of the reputations 
that are popularly given to certain species; for instance, that the 
cat is naturally spiteful; that the mule Is naturally and Invaria¬ 
bly etubboru; that the bull dog is the natural embodiment of all 
that Is cross, ugly, savage and ferocious. He considers the cat 
the most gentle and affectionate of all house pets; that under 
proper treatment the mule Is the most patient, obedient, long- 
suffering and docile of all the dbmeetic animals; that If properly 
treated, the ball dog Is hind, gentle, and even affectionate; that 
be la In many cases made the life-long companion, friend and 
playmate of children and adnlts. He argues that It Is only under 
and owing to the abuse and III {treatment to which these and 
other animals are subjected by man, that they develop these 
abnormal characteristics for which they become noted. The cat 
la teased and maltreated by a vicious ^cblld until she becomes re- 
sentfnl and cross, while the mule is overloaded, overworked, 
goaded, beaten and abused by bis Inhuman driver, nntil be 
rebels, refuses to do his work, and sometimes retaliates by 
kicking his persecutors; the bull dog Is kept chained to a 
stake, la pnnehed with sticks and pelted with stones by the boys, 
who like to hear him growl, and see him show hts teeth. Another 
dog Is frequently bronght In and the two are encour^ed to fight. 
Under snch tnltlon be of course acqnires the vicious and danger¬ 
ous propensities for which the whole species are unjustly 
notorious. The Doctor robs the Eugllsh language of many of 
Ua choicest epithets when he tells us that we cannot justly call 


an old maid a spiteful old cat; that we cannot say of our land¬ 
lord who refuses to reduce the rent, that be Is as stubborn as a 
mule, or of some unaccommodatlug neighbor that be Is as cross 
as a bull dog; and so ou. 

He considers It Is a great Injustice to call a man by the uame 
of some other animal, when, In fact, be Is far Inferior to the 
higher or even average type of that species, since "Intelligence, 
reason and morals, are frequently so low In their stage of devel¬ 
opment, where they can be said to exist at all, sa to sink man In 
countless Instances below the physical level of many other 
animals;" and Instances such races and tribes os the Andaman 
Islanders of tbe Bay of Bengal, the Sepchaa, Gouda, and Kaalas, 
of Northern India, the Alnos, or " hairy men" of Japan, the 
Veddas, of Ceylon, the Eskimo, of Greenland, the Digger, 
Apache, and other Indian tribes of North America, the Dokoe, 
of Abyssinia, the Nuehr savages of Central or Northern Africa, 
and others. “ These," be adds, “ are all heathen and colored 
races • * • * but there are also highly civilized Christian 
peoples boasting Incessantly of their high state of religious and 
moral culture, that possess In their very midst white savages 
whose Intellectual and moral condition Is quite as luetructlve as, 
and infinitely more Important than, that of remote primitive 
races. I need only refer to the savages of North Devon, the 
laborers of the collieries and potteries of Central England, the 
dog-fighters and women-kickers of Hanley, and other villages of 
the ‘ Black country,' * * * the ‘ gutter children’ of the 
* Wilds of London’ * * * * the whole of the ‘ Criminal 
classes’ of our great cities * • • who voluntarily place tbem- 
selvee—If Indeed the posseselon of normal freedom of will be 
granted them—on a level with what It were a farce to call. In 
contrast with such men, the ' lower’ animals, when they engage 
with bull-dogs in duels of the klod which rendered Hanley 
famous In !874." 

Our author claims that certalu species of the lower animals 
possess to certain forms and degrees, moral sen8e,reIlgloaB feelingi 
their deity being mao or other animal higher In the scale of In 
telllgenee than themselves; capacity for education—even self- 
education and the ability to teach one another—langnage both 
vocal and non-vocal, the faculties of laughter and weeping; that 
they maintain among themselves certain laws, and punish all 
violations of them; that In many Instances they make use of 
natural and artificial Instruments, clothing and shelter; prepare 
their food before eating It; that they can eonmerate and cslcu- 
I late, and that they have certain well-established forms of court¬ 
ship and marriage. 

He frequently, however, over-draws his pictures, and allows 
himself to become biased and prejudiced In favor of his friends 
of the lower orders. Hs allows these prejudices to carry him be¬ 
yond the bounds of reason, and, consequently, makes statements 
that are highly unreasonable, Improbable, and unsupported by 
facts or evidence ol any kind. He notes rare and Isolated cases 
of the display of certain qualities, and treats them as the pre¬ 
vailing type of a certain species, instead of as rare exceptions to 
the general rale, which they dearly are. In the Introduction to 
the work be states that be has taken great pains to Investigate 
the character of the many anecdotes told of animals, as to their 
truth or falsity, and that be has been careful not to introdnee 
any of the truth of which he was not fully satisfied. Still, 
be repeats many that are simply absurd, and which a more can¬ 
did and leas eutbuelastlc admirer of the lower orders would not 
credit for a momeut. Many of them were, no doubt, originally 
written as mere humors or satires, and yet they are recorded 
by him as matters of authentic history. For iuitauce, be 
quotes from the Animal World a story of a young rat having 
fallen Into a pall of swill, upon which six older ones held a con¬ 
sultation, BO earnest In Its character as to lead them to ignore 
the presence of human on-lookers. They decided on an Ingen¬ 
ious scheme of rescue, and successfully carried It out. Entwin¬ 
ing their legs together they formed a chain, banging downward 
over the edge of the pall. The foremost or downmost rat 
grasped the drowning—snd, as It snhsequently proved, drowned— 
young one In Its fore paws, and both rescued and rescuer were 
drawn up and oat. When found to be dead, the rescuers gazed 
St their young comrade In mute despair, wiped the tears from 
their eyes with their fore paws, and departed, without makiog 
soy attempt to recuscitatelt. 

This would read very well In one of the humorous papers 
of the day, but In a scleutlOc treatise of the character of 
the one In t,uestion. It strikes ns as extremely ridlculons, and 
reminds us of a paragraph that went the rounds of the press some 
years ago In which the writer said that au organ grinder who 
stopped under bis window, played “ Old D.og Tray” so feelingly 
and pathetically that be noticed eleven little orphan pnpples 
Bitting aronnd on the pavement, wiping the tears from their eyes 
with their paws. 

The antbor repeats In all earnestness two anecdotes of two 
other rats. The first Is of a rat which. In order to convoy a 
potato to the general store or nest, stretched himself on bis back 
on the floor, placed the potato on bis cheat, and kept It firmly 
there with his paws, whereupon his companion placed bis tall In 
the former’s mouth, and dragged him along to a bole that was 
in the floor. There they let down the potato, and followed after 
It themselves. The second Is of a rat which repaid the atten¬ 
tion or affection bestoyed upon It by a child companion by the 
usefnl service ol whisking flies from the child’s face by means of 
Its tall. 

The Doctor mentions a widowed goose wlthont Incumbrances 
that took a fancy to a brood of dnckllngs that bad prevlontly 
been adopted by a hen.' A mutnal arrangement was arrived at, 
whereby the ben tended the brood on land, and the goose on 
water. Bat the beo- does not seem to have been contented with 
this division of labor and love, and a further arrangement was 
entered Into, whereby both foster mothers could follow their 


dirllngs on water as well as OD land. The difficulty was solved 
In regard to the water, so that the beo should sit on the goose’s 
back while she swam about after and among the ducklings. 
Many other anecdotes equally ridiculous might be quoted, but 
these are suflloleDt to show tbit the author In his ardor has 
allowed himself to be gulled by current stories. 

T^be second volume treats ou mental phenomena In acephalous 
animals, mental defect and derangement, symptoms of animal 
ioeanUy, forms of mental defect and derangement, perversions of 
the natural affectloua, artificial lusaulty, lotoxlcation, dreams and 
delusions, stupidity, suicide, crime and crlmloallty, physiognomy 
of disease, causattou of mental difference and disorder, physical, 
moral and mixed causes of mental dlffareuce and disorder, mor¬ 
bid bodily coudllloos produced by meutal causes, Individuality, 
sensitiveness, general treatment, curability and treatment of ani¬ 
mal Insanity, punlabmeut by man, sad self-submleslou by ani¬ 
mals to medical and surgical treatment. 

The discussion of the subject of rabies and other forms of In¬ 
sanity Id dogs. Is exhaustive and Instructive Id the extreme. As 
already stated, the author Is a physiclau as well as naturalist, 
and has devoted much of hts professloual life to the study and 
treatment of human lusaulty. He may therefore justly lay claim 
to a superior degree of competency tq Impart instruettoo on the 
subject of InsBDlty lo the lower animals. 

The chapter on punishment of the lower animals by man, Is 
one that ahould be read and carefully observed by every person 
whose habits or ocenpaUon bring them In contact with “ our 
poor relations.’’ 

On the subject of “General Treatment of the Lower Animals 
by Man," he makes this practical and sensible observation that 
"by proper education of the young In the natural history of the 
lower animals, and especially In a knowledge and appreciation of 
their moral or mental character, there could not fall gradually to 
arise a more healthy and happy tone of public teachlug couceru- 
log the rIghU and requirements of these zoologically Inferior 
creatures, and this would Infallibly In Ite turn lead to or culmi¬ 
nate In a much more humane, kind, or judicious, and at the same 
time, wise orpollllc treatment. Man himself would share lo the 
benefit to a thousand ways, of which at present be has small If 
any, conception. Not only would hts own moral nature be Im¬ 
proved, but.we should hear much less of hydrophobia, and stand 
little In dread of It, knowing as we then should, how rare real 
rabies la on the one hand, and real hydrophobia on the other, and 
how large a part Is played In regard to the latter most horrible of 
all the disorders to which poor human flesh Is heir, by a morbid, 
or Ill-regulated Imagluatlon I" 

As a means of bringing about this education of the young, he 
pleads for the Introdnctlou Into our schools of popular primers 
and other publtcatlooa for the promotion of kindness to animals, 
as well as easy and popular text books ou zoology; the giving of 
prizes for the best essays on kindness to animals, etc. 

He argues eloquently for the e^Ubllshment of hospitals and 
asylums for all kinds of animals, in all the large cities, where un¬ 
fortunates of the various species afflicted with either mental or 
physical disorders, may receive such medical treatment and nurs¬ 
ing as may be best salted to each case. 

Taken os a whole, the work Is ably written, highly Instructive 
and full of lutereet to every reader who wiehes to learn more of 
the subject of which It treats than he already knows. It de¬ 
serves, and we trust may meet with, a large sal-. 


THE CANADIAN KENNEL CLUB. 

In pursuance with the call for the formation of a Csnadlan 
Kennel Club, those Interested In the subject assembled at the 
Rossln House, Toronto, on Monday evening last. 

Mr. L. H. Smith having been appointed chairman of the meet¬ 
ing, and Mr. J. B. Bormer secretary, a general diacnsslon of the 
question ensued, In the course of which It wae fully demonstrated 
that the sportsmen of Caosda were desirous of the formation of 
such an association, and would give It their cordial support. Ac¬ 
cordingly, the meeting resolved Itself into an association, and the 
name of the Canadian Kennel Club was adopted, with by-laws 
similar to those of the National American Kennel Clnb. 

The following officers were then elected; President, Chris¬ 
topher Robinson, Q. C., Toronto; vice-president, L. H. Stnltb, 
Strathroy; secretary, A. D. Stewart, Toronto; Treasurer, 8.

The president, secretary, nod treaenrer were appointed a com¬ 
mittee to fill vacancies which may occur In the offlees appointed. 

We are pleased at this setiou of our Canadian conslns. Such 
an association has long been needed, and the result cannot but 
be beneficial to the Interests of the sportsman of Canada. The 
selection of officers guarantee that the Intereats of the clnb 
win be fully recognized.

If the B. M. of />'. and S. wee 
todulgiog In his favorite pastime of blowing, he Is nevertheless 
reprehensible, es he was guilty of the outrage of casting an 
aspersion on gentlemen for the sake of giving himself the 
appearance of possessing some Importance. We have received 
several letters Insisting upon the matter being elfted to the 
bottom. The B. M. observed the same silence when the Spirit o/ 
(A« Tinus called him with the little nippers business. Silence he 
thinks to be his only safety; with some, perhaps; with us not. 

THE MAN AND HORSE CONTEST. 

O'Leary’s Test Race between men and horses Is a thing of the 
past, and takes Its place In sporting chronology. That It was an 
Important and Intensely Interesting race none will deny who wit¬ 
nessed the truly heroic struggle between the lad, Daniel Byrnes, 
and the excellent mare, Betsey Baker, but neither will those who 
watched the progress of this race ever desire to be witnesses again 
to the Ignorance and cruelty of men such as were found among 
the horsemen therein Interested. This race, by no means, proves 
conclusively which possesses the most endurance, man or horse; 
and. Interesting as the subject may be, we would prefer to re¬ 
main In darkness rather than receive light on the subject by such 
means as were employed to force worn and jaded nsgs to do 
a performance for which they were totally unfit and unprepared. 

Had this race taken place aoywhers else, some good might 
have resulted therefrom In the way of sclentlflc observations, btit 
here no one seemed to know or care about anything connected 
with It, other than to find such amusement as a common race 
between ordinary competitors affords.

Velocity of Shot. 


Before the American Association for the Advancement of 
Science recently convened at Boston, Professor Mayer read an 
able paper upon the velocity of shot, and the application of the 
results of his expeiimenU to wing shooting. We present the fol¬ 
lowing, synopsis: 


1 . 10 Colt gnn 5 drs. Cnrtls it Harvey powder, Hi o*. shot. 
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A glince at these tables at once shows the rapid Increase In the 
velocity or gunshot from No. 10 np to No. 3. With the heavier 
pellets the Increase In velocity Is less marked. Thus, the table 
headed " 12 Colt gun, 4 drs. Cnrlls & Harvey, 1} oz. shot," 
shows that No. 8 shot has 71 feet per second velocity over No. 10 
shot, snd No. 6 has 47 feet over No. 8, while No. 8 has only 23 feet 
over No. 6, and BB shot galnsonly 11 feet over No. 8. The re¬ 
lations between velocity snd weight of pellet shown in this Ubie 
may be Uken as a type of all the experiments, and I have pro¬ 
jected them Into the accompanying curve, the units of whose 
axis of absciss® are units of weight, and the units on the axis of 
ordinates equal four feet of flight of pellet. The next fact, end 
an Important one to sportemen, which Is shown by these eiperl- 
mente, le this: If the same charges of powder and shot (4 dre. 
powder and 1} oz.-ebot) be fired from a lO-gauge and from a 12- 
gauge gun, we get a velocity of 100 per second In favor of the 10- 
gauge. This Is conclusively shown In the comparison of the fig¬ 
ures In the Ubles beaded *' 10 Colt gun, 4 drs. C. & H., and 12 
Colt gun, 4 drs. C. & H., 1} oz. shot.” With No. 10 shot the mean 
velocity over the first 80 yards given by the lO gaiige gun Is 848 
feet; with the same shot and charge In the 12-gauge the velocity 
Is 748 feet, a difference of 100 feet In favor of gauge No. 10. 
With No. 8 shot the difference amonnts to 72 feet. The average 
difference In favor of the lO-gauge In the flight of No. 8 and No. 
10 shot over 40 yards and 50 yards, amounts to 110 feet. I 
trust thst these resulle will show to sportsmen end the makers of 
guns that the recent movement In favor of small bore guns Is one 
In the wrong direction. It any gnn-maker will make a 10 or even 
an 8*gauge gun, weighing about 7} pounds, the sportsman will 
have the best fowling piece for upland ehootlng. The reason 
why a lO-gange gun shows sneh supertorily over a 12 gauge Is 
that Ihe same charge of powder end shot occupies less length In 
a 10 Ihsn In a 12-gange, hence there are fewer pellets of shot in 
contact with the barrel of Ihe 10-gauge to oppose by their fric¬ 
tion the projectile force of the powder, and secondly, the powder 
In a 10-gauge gun Is exploded nearer to the center of He volume, 
and thus the powder first exploded does not have so much chance 
of blasting before the unburnt powder contained In the charge 
removed from the point of Ignition. I also venture to predict 
that, with the same weight of barrels, the 10-gsuge will not heat 
as much oe the 12, because the motion of the shot lost by the 
greater reslsUnce It oppoaesln a 12-gauge cartridge, must appear 
In the form of beat. The third fact which these experiments 
show Is, that the proper charge of shot In a 12-gsuge gun for up¬ 
land shooting Is 1} oz, and not 1} oz , as has of late years been 
the practice to use; for the tables show that with 1} oz, of shot 
and 34 drs. of powder, an average velocity le ohuined, which re- 
qulree 4 drs. of powder to give to 1} of shot a velocity equal to 
that given by SJdre. to 14 oz. Now, 4 dre, of powder. If not 
fired f^om a gun weighing at least nine pound^ and from a good, 
strong, muaculsr shoulder. Is disagreeable. The effect on the 
body, and especially on the brain. Is neither conducive to pleas¬ 
ant or good ehootlng. The number of pellets In a charge of 1} 
oz. of No. 8 shot Is 499. In a charge of 14 oz. of the eame shot 
there are 449, therefore only fifty pellets more In a charge of 14 
oz. than In a charge of 14 onnees; and surely the want of the fifty 
will not canse a good shot to miss his bird with 449 pellets, nor 
will the addition of the fifty give e bed shot any more chance of 
brlnglqg his bird to bag wltl^ his 499 pellets. 

I wish now to show to the association, and especitlly to those 
members of It who are sportsmen, other applications of these ei- 
perlmenta to the art of shooting on the wing. There ere 
two styles of ehootlng on the wing. One le called “ enap 
shooting,” when the shooter, on selecting Ihe bird which 
be wlthee to beg, quietly brings the gnn to bis shoulder, and at 


the Instant It Is In place, fires. If the bird Is a cross-shot, he de¬ 
termines at the moment of fire the distance to which he should 
direct hie gun ahead of Its flight, this distance depending on the 
velocity of the bird’s flight and on his distance from It This 
manner of shooting Is practiced the more generally by upland 
gunners In shooting quells, grouse and woodcocks. The other 
style of ehootlng may be designated as “the swing shot,”" In 
wblch thd gunner ewioga bis gun ahead of tbe croesfllght of the 
bird till be attains tbe proper dletance ahead of It, and then Urea, 
hut keeps his gun moving with a regular angular velocity till 
even after Its dlechsrge. This method of shooting. Is, In my 
opinion, and from my experience, the proper method; and le cer¬ 
tainly the only one which baa been found successful with ebnot- 
Ing of bay fowl as ducks, brants and wild geese. Yet there are 
sportsmen who will contend that they merely follow tbe bird with 
the gun, end discharge It while U Is pointing at tbe bird. I put 
this opinion to the test this Summer In the following manner: 
Four wlllete came over the decoys, flying In line with a good 
speed. With my gun I followed tbe first bird, coolly end accu¬ 
rately, and kept the gun moving regularly after Its discharge. 
Instead of killing the first bird, tbe third from the leader dropped 
dead. To give a rule applicable to all gunners as to the distance 
at wblch a gun should be pointed ahead of a bird, le not possible. 
Some sportsmen follow a bird, and then after reaching before It 
the proper distance, auddenly etop tbe engnlar motion of the gun 
and then fire. Others after following the bird a short distance 
give a quick lateral motion to the gun and then fire. Otbera, 
EKElii* bring the gun with a lateral motion ahead of the bird, 
and keep tbe gun moving till their experience decides the proper 
distance ahead of Its flight, and then fire while the gun le keep¬ 
ing He previous regular velocity. For the simple lllustrallon of 
the bearing of these experlmente on the art of shooting on the 
wing, I will suppose thst at the moment of fire the gun Is station¬ 
ary, In other words, that we sic firing " enap shots.” If tbe 
bird baa e velocity across the line of flight of Ihlrtv mllee an 
hour, End we are using charges In a 12-gauge gun of 34 drams of 
Curtis & Harvey powder and 14 ounce shot, we will have to shoot 
about five feet ahead of the bird If It Is flying at a dlsUnce of 
thirty yards, at seven feet ahead If at a distance of forty yards, 
snd eleven feet ahead of the bird If at a dletance of fifty yards. 
These dlataoces ahead for cross shots at birds flying at the rate 
of thirty miles an hour, may appear out of all reason with the ex¬ 
perience of many Bportsmen; yet If you will place a stick five 
feet long at forty yards and ask the same gunners If they wonid 
hold ahead of a bird by that distance If It were going with a ve¬ 
locity of thirty miles, I venture to say, from my experiments with 
them, that they will say, ’* Of course, that le only about eighteen 
Inches,” so difficnit is It to determine a length at a distance 
while sighting along the barrel of a gun. I will conclude with 
the remark that this paper will not make a good shot on the wing 
no more than a description of how to perform on the violin will 
make an accomplished violinist. It has been said, perhaps 
rather strongly, that ” a pedagogue can teach to read and write, 
but a crock shot is the gift of tbe gods.” 


Partridge Shooting and the Prospects for the “First” 


The renting of a moor has become so serious an Hem in tbe 
expenses of a sportsman, that, however fascinating grouse ehoot¬ 
lng may be, It le comparatively, at least, an exclusive sport- 
such, Indeed, as only the wealthy can attempt to share to the full 
enjoyment It brings. Therefore the majority of Eogllsh sports¬ 
men of all ranks look with a very anxious eye for reports on the 
proepecie for the let of September; and no doubt partrldge- 
sbootiug affords more eport for tbe gunner than any other In 
England; and It Is shared In by many possessed of a strong desire 
for shooting, and without It they would not be able to satisfy 
their propensity. To tbe “knights of the trigger” a go .d part¬ 
ridge season le of parsmount Importance. 

From the occupantot the lordly mansion, down to the sporting 
farmer or tradesman, the let of September la a long-looked for 
day. Tbe Issuing of Invitations to friends to form a party for 
tbe “ First” comes every year with many as a matter of couree; 
end many who cannot themselves enjoy the pleasure tbe shoot¬ 
ing on their manor affords, still keep up the good old custom of 
havings party for the opening day of the season. Partridge 
shooting serves to bring to. not take from, tbe mansion 
or less imposing home membere of the family and their college 
and other friends. And many are the hearty greetings that lake 
place between shooting roefl, as they meet again after many 
months, perhaps years, of separation, to share In a good day’s 
“ sport.” There are very few sportsmen who cannot without an 
effort recall to mind some pleasurable Incident In their life, that 
occurred to them on the “ Feast of St. Partridge,” and with 
what delight, even those whose acreage Is very circumscribed, 
look to their guns and dogs In readlnesB for the first day of the 
eeaeon. It Is a cheery sight to witness the zest with wblch a 
genuine lover of the gun sc s about his preparation for the eport 
that September brings to him. He may have bad many opportu- 
nltlesof shooting on tbe “ Flret;” hot, however many he may 
have lived to ehare In, It le always regarded by him ae a red-letter 
day. A long experience may have made him steadier In his elm 
or more jodlcloue In the handling of hie doge, etlll It does not pre¬ 
vent the commencement of tbe season bringing with It a pleasure, 
that none but those who have a natural love of shooting can feel 
or enjoy. As partridge shooting does not take sportsmen so 
far from home. It allows of many enjoying Hs pleasures with¬ 
out the diesdvsntsges thst result from a long absence from 
home, or a tedious journey. Professional men and those who 
are unable to leave long enough to partake themselves to 
the moors, still make a great polut of having September as s holi¬ 
day month because of the enjoyment shooting brings them. It 
serves as a good excuse to many for a rest from mental toll, end 
It le such an absorb'ng pastime that nothing can be better to di¬ 
vert the mind from tbe strain of severe study, or the worry of 
ordinary business cares and routine. It supplies at once a healthy 
exercise and a pleasing diversion, and it frequently brings a man 
In contact with a act of jolly, agreeable companions, that make 
holiday time fly pleasantly, and often helps to sweeten life by In¬ 
creasing his friends. Shooting Is s pursuit that a real sportsman 
never feels that sense of satiety from that most other amnsemente 
sooner or later bring with them. It frequently happens that he 
who has even excelled In some of the i umerous kinds of sport 
that your pages chronicle, gels from age Incapacitated from per" 
forming up to bis usual form, end then he has to cease from fol¬ 
lowing It, becanse be feels tt would bring him more disappoint¬ 
ment then pleasure. It Is not so with shooting, for from the 
Btrlpilug youth to the tottering old man It brings e eatlsfacllon 
that very little else In the way of eport can supply. To those 
who do not shoot it le quite snrprlslng to see the efforts which 
men of advanced years make to keep up their shooting habits. 
It seems to have a charm abont It that does not cease ae years 
creep over our bead, ae when the Infirmity of age puts Its flnti 
veto on tbe shooter puraulng bis mucb-Ioved sport, those who 
have once shared Its pleasures find a real delight In mental re 
capitulation, or namtlng to others their experiences In many a 
sporting yarn. For a true lover of the gun, time seeroe to have 
no effect In destroying the plesenres It bss brought him, end he 
le ever snxtoue to impart knowledge he has acquired, or to hear 




























trom other* of fbeir Bhooting adventare*, the purealt of which 
haa brought them bo many happy hour*. 

It la a subject of regret that one of the principal charma of 
partridge alnioilng has by the present ayetein of cultivation been 
more or leas lost to ub. The lack of covert prevent* many who 
love to uee pointers and setters from doing so. The bare stubble 
that the machine now leaves behind It has driven from the ken¬ 
nel of many a sportsman the animals he loved, and that he found 
so much delight In using. But sportsmen, like other men, are 
but the creatures of circumstances, and they have to adapt them¬ 
selves to Ihe new order of things. They are obliged to pursue 
their sport with the gun in the way that best enables them to 
obtain wbat they search for.. They deplore what they would do 
well to try ami remedy. 

It Isa question worthy of consideration to sportsmen whether 
they could not materially Incresse their sport without incurring 
any or' hardly any additional expense, if they arrange for so 
many Helds to be reaped on every farm, they would Bud It pro¬ 
ductive to them of much sport. It is ccrulnly not a question of 
any pecuniary luportancc—Indeed, many barrest-men prefer 
reaping to mowing, and many landa would be In a better state of 
cultivation If the sickle was used Instead of the machine. If 
sportsmen too, who hire shooting would make s stipulation for so 
much 10 be reaped It would he greatly to their advantage; even a 
few acres of reaped stubble would be found of great service; If 
they had to pay for clearing off the stubble It would then prove 
to them a clear gain, ns i orbing collects and holds together at 
the early part of the season partridges like a good, high-reaped 
stubble, and It Is therefore a very strong reason for having some, 
especially on small shootings, and 1 don’t think there would be 
the difficulty In getting farmers to do that which would be to-the 
Interest of their shooting tenant, and that would be no loss to 
them. 

The partridge season of 1S80 promises to be a good one, and 
likely to afford eapital sport, and, as compared with last year, It 
will, I trust, sUnd out In bold relief, as 1879 was almost a 
blank As much of the corn Is cut, a far better estimate of the 
season can now be formed, and there certainly aeems a good 
show of birds. Coveys of fifteen, seventeen, to nineteen, arc to 
be seen, and the birds strong and good. On the heavy lands, 
and In the districts where the storms have been heavy, birds are 
“ patchy,” hot where they did not reach, It haa proved a good 
breeding season. 

The birds laid up and hatched out well. Hares, too, are In 
most parte plentiful. Wild pheasants have done well, but In 
some parts tame ones have been almost decimated with disease. 
Those that have kept free from It have made steady and sure 
progress to maturity. From the eastern counties I have good 
reports. A few partridges got drowned in getting from the 
banks In which they were hatched across the ditches, which had 
been recently filled by the heavy atorina of rain. There have, of 
course, been the usual complaints of nests being mown out In 
the clover; hot this has been somewhat compensated for by the 
wet preventlog the cutting of the meadow grass so early as It 
would have been, and that before the birds had gone off. There 
Is, too, this rather unusually favorable circumstance to assist the 
sportsmen this season, vix., a rather early harvest and a good root 
crop, sufficient at the early part of the season to afford capital 
covert for the birds. 

From my own observations and the reports I have received, I 
think I may fairly predict a good season of sport, and I have 
great pleasure In conveying this welcome Intelligence; and I 
trust the sport may be as good as the Information 1 possess justl- 
Ses me lo-'hellevlng It will be.—G. Tiiorps-Bartram, In Lon-

Editor Chicago Field : — The growing scarcity of game 
throughout the country demands that we give It all the protec¬ 
tion possible. Besides enforcing the laws, protection from 
their natural enemy, the hawk. Is very necessary, for where 
hawks are numerous, there la probably as much g.ime destroyed by 
them as Is killed with the gun. Several cases have occurred In 
this vicinity where game birds have Bought refuge from their 
enemy by flying Into houses through doors and windows, one of 
which I will mentloD. A young ruffed grouse, closely pursued by 
a hawk, flew through the tranaom light over the front door of the 
hotel; the bird was picked up dead, having been killed by the 
shock. 

Now, when a bird possessing the wild nature of the ruffed 
grouse seeks the habitation of man for protection, how greatly 
must they be exposed to the ravages of hawks when In the woods 
or fields; and who among sportsmen has not seen this bird of 
prey posted on his position near some stubble field, waiting for 
the bevy of quails to come to feed that he may snatch one from 
their midst for hla meal. This he will dally repeat, until the 
bevy of, perhaps, fifteen birds, which you have located. Intending 
to have some sport with them on November 1, are all taken. 

Last Spring, while snipe shooting, I had flushed and marked 
down a bird about one hundred and fifty yarde off; while walklog 
toward him, a hawk swooped down and carried him off. I sent a 
charge of No. 10 shot after the hawk, more with the Idea of mak¬ 
ing him drop his prey than of doing Injury to him; but Mr. Hawk 
declined to take Ihe bint, and went off triumphantly. 

Last Fall a resolution was adopted by our association offering 
a bounty of 25 cents a head for all hawke killed In this (Ocean) 
county; the result la that every few days a hawk Is brought, killed 
by some of the farmers’ boys. The number now reaches twenty- 
one. Doubtless every hawk killed saves dozens of birds. This 
may not have occurred to other aesoclatlons; and it would be a 
good thing If a similar reeolutlon were adopted by them gener¬ 
ally through the country; If done, aportamen would quickly see 
and reap the benefit of It. H. C. G. 

Quail Killed bt a Turtle.— Patersop, N. .1.—Editor Chi¬ 
cago Field:—Hire you or any of yonr many readers ever knowp 
a land turtle to kill a quail? I was out on the Ist of September 
huntlDg for woodcocks, and In a patch of white birches my red 
setter bitch came to a point, and, to my astonishment, a tur¬ 
tle had an almost full-grown quail. The bird was freshly killed 
and the turtle had one of the lege, which It had pulled off at the 
thigh. In Its mouth. About twenty yards further I found a 
cove.y, which, I suppose, the one that Mr. Turtle had killed be¬ 
longed to. It Is needless to say, I made short work of the turtle.

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The Rock Bass. 

Family, centrarchidee. Genus, ambloplites, Raf. 

AmUoplito rupailris (Raf.), Gill. 

Rock bass; red eye; goggle eye. 

AmblopliUa rupetirie, Jordan, Manual Vertebrates (1878), p. 
237. 

VmtrarchM ceneut, Hsllock, SporUmen’s Gazetteer, p. 273. 

This well known fish has a stout, short, and deep body; nearly 
half as deep as long; compressed; head and mouth large; front 
of head, a profile, convex; eye large, iris red; dorsal (back) fin 
continuous, that Is, no notch or depression between the spinous 
and Boft portions of the floiaplneaof dorsal and anal (vent) fins, 
strong and well developed; teeth on tongue, jaws, palate, and 
glll-rskers; dorsal flu has eleven spines and eleven soft rays; anal 
fin baa ali spines and ten soft rays; black spot on upper edge of 
gill-cover. Color, braasy-ollve, with coppery green and dusky 
markings; a dark spot at base of each scale, giving a somewhat 
atrlped appearance, especially after death. 

ifaftilal.—Great Lakes, and generally distributed west of the 
Alleghanles. A well known species. 

Etymology. — AnMopUiet, blunt-armed; ruputrU, living among 
rocks. 

The rock base la ft handsome pan fish, and much esteemed by 
many for the table. In certain localities he Is highly prized as a 
game fish, in the absence of more desirable species; and, indeed, 
he Is the next In Importance, In this respect. In bis family, the 
black baas being first He Is a bold, vigorous, and voracious 
biter, and reslsta well on the hook, Invariably presenting hla 
broadside to the angler, and being quite ft deep fish for his length, 
affords good sport with light tackle. 

TiKWe.—Where black bass, plke-percb, pfskerel, or channel 
catfish abound, the most suitable rod Is a Hghl^ront halt-rod, 
eleven or twelve feet In length; a light, multlplykg reel; and a 
braided allk line, G, or No. 6, in caliber. WMre theae other 
species are absent, a light, natural cane pole, twelve feet long, 
and a twisted silk line, No. I, are all that Is necessary, a reel not 
being essential. The relstd Japanese grass line, smallest size. 
No. 1, about the length of the rod, will also answer well. 

The hook should be the sproat, or any of tie Improved Limer¬ 
ick books, as the O’Sbaughnessy, the Dublin bend, the Cork sbspe, 
or the hoHow-poloted Limerick; all are good, but the first named 
Is the best. The elze should be from No. 1 to No. 8, the former 
being the Isrgeet. The book should always be tied on a single 
gut enell. 

A float should be used, as small as possible; the jiatent adjusta¬ 
ble float Is the beat. The stoker may be either the adjustable, 
spiral-ringed sinker, amalleat size; one or two split shot, or a small 
brass swivel; and whichever la used, should be placsd about a 
foot fiom the book. 

Boll.—The best bait Is the white grub, found In decayed 
stumps or rotten wood. The rock baas will bite at this bait when 
nothing else will tempt him. Next beat la the minnow, about 
two Inches long. Helgramite* and crawflsb are also capital baits; 
the former need entire but only the tall of the crawfish should be 
be used, unless very small; " peeler” crawfish are beat, and In 
this case the clawa are excelleut baits. Cut bait answers tolera¬ 
bly well, and sometimes grasshoppers, crickets, etc. The rock 
baas will also rise to the artificial fly, and la frequently Uken on 
the murderous trolling spoon. 

The habits of the rock bass are similar to the black baas and 
other members of this family, and are uaually found In the same 
haunts, though, is Its name Implies, It dsligbta especially In 


rocky situations. Except during the breeding season, It Is found 
In schools, more or less extensive. 

In angling for this fish, the halt should be kept In mid-water,, 
or within a foot of the bottom, not less,where the water Is rather ' 
shallow. The angler should strike, at ouce, the moment he has 
a “good bite,’’for there Is no neceselly for permitting the fish 
to gorge the bait, as he la a quick, bold biter, and means business 
from the sUrt. With a v8ry light rod, the angler will enjoy 
more sport by playing him until thoroughly exhausted, before 
landing him. With a stiff, heavy rod, lift him nut at once. 

. There la a amaller and more slender species, A. 'envifroria, met 
with In portions of Virginia and North Carolina. Ita profile la 
concave, with a larger mouth and eye, and the mouth more pro¬ 
jecting than In the apecles'above-named. It la also more silvery 
In appearance. 

There Is likewise a species, A. interruplui, In California, which 
Is smaller and slenderer than the first-named apecles. 

Both of the latter species are almllar In habits to the A. 
rupeitrii, and are to be fished for In the same manner. 

THE WAR-MOUTH. 

Family, renlrarcAidiz. Genus, chcenobryitua. 

Chamobryttuii guloiui (Cuv. and Val.) Gill. 

War-mouth perch; wide-mouthed perch; black perch. 
Chainobrythu guloiua, Jordan, Man. Vert. (1878), 237. 
Maa-mouth, Hallock, Sport. Oai., 878. 

Habitat. Great Lakes and West; Mtsslsalppl Valley to Texas. 
Etymology. Chimobrytius —yawning sunfish; gulosua —wlde- 
moutb. 

This fish might be said to be Intermediate between Ihe black 
bass and the rock bass; It baa a mouth like the former, and also 
resembles It somewhat in color, while the radial formulse of the 
dorsal and anal fins are also similar; In form and dentition It re¬ 
sembles the rock bass. 

Body very robust, thick forward; compressed behind; the 
depth Is about half the leogth; mouth, eye and scales very large; 
a large species, growing to the weight of three pounds In Texas. 
Color, dusky, or ollve-greeo above; reddish-brown, or coppery 
on Bides and belly; aometlmea greenish and brassy; gill-cover 
ends In a flap, on which la a large black spot, bordered with cop¬ 
per color. Dorsal fin baa ten aplnea and ten aoft rays; anal fin, 
three spines and nine rays. 

A fine gamy species, and affords good sport to the angler. A 
species (O’, viridh), smaller and more slender, and of a greenish 
color, Is found In the South Atlantic States, called “ bream;" 
also, war-mouth perch. 

The war-mouth la to be fished for lo the same way, and with 
the same tackle, as recommeuded for the rock bass, except that 
the hook should be a elze or two larger, say 'rora I to 2— °. 
THE CALICO BASS. 

Family, ceulrarchidcr. Genua, pamazya. 

Pomozyi nigromaculalua (L. 8.), Girard. Calico bass; grass 
base; strawberry bass; cropple; silver bass; razor-back; chinka¬ 
pin peneb, etc. 

Pomoxya Higromaculatue, Jordan, Man. Vert. (1878), 247. 
Pomoxyt hexacanihui, Hallock, Sport'. Qaz., 873. 

Habitat. New Jersey to Minnesota; South to Florida. 
Etymology. Pomoxys —sharp opercle nigromaetdalut —black 
spotted. 

The calico baas Is a handsome, well-known species, and though 
a fast biting fish, Is not very gamy, though It la much sought 
after In some localities. 

Body quite deep, about half of length; much compressed, 
being quite thin along the back and belly; head nearly a third of 
length; profile concave, snout projecting; mouth large, but 
smaller and tougher than the next species; fins large, anal 
(vent) fin as large, or larger than the dorsal, and both fins 
spotted and variegated; eye large. Iris dark bluish black. Color, 
bright olive green and silvery, darker on the back; aides mottled 
with dusky spots, resembling (?) chinkapins. Dorsal flu has 
seven spines and fifteen aoft rays; anal fin has six spines and 
eighteen rays. 

The calico base Is best angled for with the same tackle, and In 
the same way, aa the rock base. 

THE C RAPP IB. 

Pomoxya annularia Rafineeque—Crapple; cropple; bachelor 
perch; newligbt; Campbelllte; silver perch; tin-moutb: goggle- 
eyed perch; speckled perch, etc. 

Pomoxya annularia, Jordan, Man. Vert. (1878) 247. 

Sand perch, Hallock, Sport Gaz. 878. 

Habitat. MUeiaalppl Valley. 

Etymology. Pomoxya —sharp opercle; annularia —ringed. 

This species of Pomoxya Is very similar to the calico bass, 
though not quite so deep, and Is more silvery, or whiter In 
appearance; tbe spots on sides are not so numerous or so large, 
and the fins are not so mottled or variegated. The mouth Is 
larger, but thinner and whiter, and for this reason Is called Un- 
mouth In some localities. 

Body much compressed; depth Iwo-fifthe to one-third of length; 
edges of back and belly quite sharp or thin. Color, olivaceous, 
silvery below; sides with Irregular clusters of dark spots; lower 
part of sides and anal fin, plain; fins about tbe same size and 
shape as In tbe calico bass. Dorsal So with six spines and fifteen 
rays; anal fin with six spines and eighteen soft rays. 

It will be obeerved that tbe “ crapples ” can be distinguished 
rendily from all other epecles of this family by tbe large aual fin, 
which la fully aa large aa the dorsal fin. Also, any of the differ¬ 
ent epecles may be easily Identified by noting the number of 
spines and soft raya In tbe dorsal and anal fins. 

This fish la fished for In the same way aa the rock bass, and 
with the same baits. 

THE SUN FISH. 

Family, centrarchldai. Genus, Bupomolia, GUI and Jordan. 
Bupomotia aureua (Walb.) GUI and Jordan. 

Common sun flab; punkln’ seed; klver; bream; pond flab. 
Eupomotie aureua, Jordan, Man. Vert. (1878) 244. 

Pomoiia vulgaris, Hallock, Sport. Gaz., 282, 379. 

Habitat. Great Lakes, and streams northward and southward; 
eastward of Alleghanles. 

Etymology. Etipomolia —tniepomotla; ourrw—golden. 

Tbe common sunfleh, or “pumpkin seed,” Is so well known 
that a further description Is hardly necessary. It has a body very 
deep for Its length, almost round, and much compressed; moutb 
small; ear-flap rounded, black, edged with scarlet. Color, quite 
gorgeous In green, yellow and gold. Dorsal fin has ten spines 
and ten soft rays; anal, three epinee, nine raya. 

There are quite a number of apecles of eunfishes, belonging to 
different genera, and dlatrlbuted In various portions of the 
country, and this species may be taken aa the type of them all. 
They are well known to juvenile anglers as “ sunnies ’’ snu 
“ klyera." Some of the species grow quite large, and are counted 
as game fishes, where more desirable varieties are absent. 

The same tackle aforementioned, or still lighter If possible, 
should be used for them. Hooks should be quite small, from 
No. 2 to 4, of those mentioned under rock bees fishing. The 
best belt le well scoured engle worms which erq prepared as 
follows: Put tbe worms In tbe bottom of e tin can or earthen 
jar, end flll.op the jar iMtb e bunch of Spenlab moss taken from 
an old cuebion; put them by over night, end In the morning they 
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■re reid; (or use. The worme la crewllog tbrough the moM 
scour all the dirt snd soil from their bodies, reoderlag them quite 
tough ead bright.

We will take our stand here at the bead of the pool where 
the white waters come tumbling over the jagged rocks, and In 
boiling eddies majestically sweep along close under the drooping 
willows that fringe the banka, and, catching a glimpse of the 
lovely valley below, suddenly cease their turmoil, and slacken 
their headlong flight, and with scarce a ripple upon their surface, 
peacefully rest In the beautiful reach beyond. Standing just here 
with my files lightly kissing the foam-flecked waters, 1 have 
booked manv noble fish. It was here that Nellie won her wager. 
There I go, again. Truly the spirit that my « ay ward fancy has 
called up from the misty past has encompassed me with a 
spell, and will not down at my bidding. My lordly fish, that I 
bare just struck, as It were, has with lightning rush exhausted 
my line and broken it short, and Is away with It, leader, and flies, 
and all. My rod Is shattered and 1 have no heart to repair dam¬ 
ages, and resume the pursuit, but as a votive offering to the 
domineering spirit that so overpowers me, I will recount the 
story of how the wager was woo and lost. 

Far back in the by-gone days I was a frequent visitor here, for 
this was the home of my life long friend old Tom. Ood bless 
him. He Is the same old Tom who used to fill my gun with saw¬ 
dust, and once be tied the old tin dipper to the end of my line
